H u t c h i n s o n , R an., May 8.—A wind storm 
which prevailed over Kansas for throe days 
culm inated in a destructive cyclone in the 
eastern part of Stafford county Monday 
night. 
The district visited was sparsely 
aottled. 
There 
is 
aearcely 
a 
vesture 
of farm im provem ent rem aining. Houses 
and 
barns 
were 
dem olished, 
trees 
torn up by th e roots, and in m any places 
th e growing crops literally blown out of the 
ground. 
Last Saturday th e wind began 
.blowing a gale from tho south. This con­ 
tinued to increase in velocity throughout 
5uuday and Sunday night, and by Monday 
It had become a hurricane. 
# 
The air was tilled w ith dust and sand. 
Which at tim es would obscure the sun. 
Late in th e afternoon. Monday, th e sky 
becam e thick w ith black clouds, and the 
deep-toned thunder and frightful dashes of 
lightning 
indicated 
tho 
appearance 
of 
some kind of a su uni of unusual severity. 
A t tim es th e wind would lull as if to 
gain strength, and 
then 
break 
forth 
w ith renewed fury. 
It was after oue of 
these m om entary cessations th a t the fun- 
liel-shaped cloud cam e dipping its rem orse­ 
less tail to the earth and obliterating w hat­ 
ev er obstructions lay iii its pathw ay. 
On it 
cam e, drow ning in its roar the peals of 
thunder, and bunding by its darkness the 
Jerked dashes of lightning. 
Men and women who w itnessed the on- 
com ingtoruado were paralyzed bv its awful 
terrors. Horses and cattle piteously neighed 
Jind lowed as they seemed to fully realize 
th e ir im pending doom. This was the g ath ­ 
ering shades of night, hut the moon shone 
through the rifts in th e clouds, ami added a 
weird scene to the approach of the cyclone.

The nex t house 
in the pathw ay of th e cyclone was th a t of 
Mrs. Lindsay, who lived w ith her tw o step­ 
children, Maud and W illiam Blue. The 
house was torn into pieces, and Mrs. Lind­ 
say so badly in jured th a t she can scarcely 
recover. George Doves’ house was dem ol­ 
ished. and his little girl fatally injured.

Consternation in C h icago Streets.

C h ic a g o . May l l . —A fter seven days of 
th e hottest w eather ever known in Chicago 
a t this tim e of th e year, a furious storm 
^yesterday sw ept over the baked city and 
(Ijroko Die drought. The storm , w hile a t Its 
(height, raged w ith th e fury of a tornado. Ii 
'cam e off the prairies at ti o’clock w ith a 
| trem endous roar, aud sent trees,- chim neys 
i«nd signs hying in every direction. O ut in 
^Garfield park over IOO trees were uprooted. 
£l'he dazzling lightning and terrific claps of 
thunder created consternation in the streets. 
Five cabs aud carriages were dem olished 
tin runaw ays near th e base hall park, and 
’’kiowa town the police had their hands full 
i stopping horses which were plunging in 
[ every direction. Both flag poles at th e base 
J ball grounds were shattered, and th e grand 
,'siand rocked so furiously th a t the 1500 per- 
\ sons who had been w itnessing the Chieago- 
i P ittsburg gam e were alm ost panic-stricken.

L ightning struck Tyler’s h at store a t 101 
(Madison street. 
Many buildings w ere set 
ton lire bv the lightning, which seem ed to 
'fill the streets. 
The storm subsided at 
■about 6 o’clock, b u t hurst again w ith great 
ffury at i* o’clock. 
The electrical display 
■was dazzling. 
Reports from the country 
;are to the effect th a t great dam age was 
'done to buildings. 


Pittsburg's Heaviest. 
P i t t s b u b o , Penn., May l l . —Tho heaviest 
jyainstonn siuoe the m em orable cloud-burst 
of 187*. when nearly 200 people lost their 
lives, parsed over this city about l l o’clock 
|a st night. The rain fell in torrents, and in 
p, few m inutes the streets were converted 
Into sm all rivers, cellars were flooded in all 
paris of the city, and the F ifth avenue 
cable cars were stopped by the w ater getting 
Into the W asliington-street power house. 
(Landslides are reported on nearly all the 
/railroads leading into tho city, but as far as 
I know n there have been no fatalities.

The lowlands along the O lio river were 
badly hooded, and num erous farm s were 
washed 
out. 
H ie 
storm 
was 
accom­ 
pan ied by a rem arkable electrical dis­ 
play, and several houses 
were 
struck

General W. S. Harney, the Indian Fighter, 
Passes Away, Aged 89. 
G eneral W illiam Selby H arney, the oldest 
officer of th e U nited States arm y, died at 
Orlando. Fla., Friday, aged 89. He was 
born near Hayesboro. Davidson 
county, 
Tenn.,' Aug. 27, 1800, and was appointed 
second lieutenant of tho N ineteenth United 
States Infantry, Feb. 13, 1818, from Louisi­ 
ana. H e was prom oted to be first lieuten­ 
a n t Jan. 7, 1819; captain May 14, 1828; m a­ 
jor aud paym aster May 1,1833; lieutenant- 
eolonel Second Dragoons Aug. 16, 1830; 
colonel Ju n e 30. 1846; and brigadier-gen­ 
eral 
on 
-June 
14, 
1858. 
H e 
took 
part in the Black H aw k w ar in 1833, 
aud also 
in 
th e 
Florida war. distin­ 
guishing him sell in action at F ort Mellon 
and in the detence of a trading house at 
Carloosahatohie Duly 23. 1839. 
Ho com­ 
m anded several expeditions into the ever­ 
glades, and in December, 1840, was brevet­ 
ted colonel "for g allant and m eritorious 
cond .ct.” Ho was also m entioned for his 
bravery at M edellin. Mexico, March 25, 
1847, and was brevetted brigadier-general 
a t Cerro Gordo. On Sept. 3. 1855, he com ­ 
pletely routed the Sioux Indians at Sand 
Hills, on the north fork of the P latte river. 
In •lune. 1858. he was placed in com m and 
of the departm ent of Oregon, and on July 
9, 1859, he took possession of the isl­ 
and of San Juan, near Vancouver, xvhi h 
was claim ed by the English governm ent to 
be included w ithin the boundaries of B rit­ 
ish Columbia. A dispute with G reat B ritain 
and the recall of H arney followed. He was 
subsequently assigned to th e com m and of 
the D epartm ent of tho W est, and in April, 
1861, w hile on his way from St. Louis to 
W ashington, was arrested at H arper’s Fen-y 
by the Confederates and taken to Rich­ 
mond. Va. 
Here he m et w ith m any old 
friends, who urged him to join the South. 
On m eeting General Lee H arney said to 
him , "I am sorry to m eet you in this way.” 
Lee replied. "G eneral Harney, I had no idea 
of tak in g part in this m atter. 
I w anted lo 
stay at Arlington and raise potatoes for my 
fam ily, 
but 
my 
friends 
farced 
me 
into it.” 
General H arney also m et Gen­ 
eral Joseph E Johnston, who told hun that 
he was opposed to the w ar, but th at he 
would be execrated by his relatives if he did 
not side with the South. Harney wasspeed- 
ily released and departed for W ashington. 
On his retu rn to St. Louis he issued several 
proclam ations w arning the people of Mis­ 
souri of th e danger of secession and the evil 
effects th a t would follow from a dissolution 
of the Union. On May 21 he entered into 
an agreem ent w ith General Sterling Price, 
com m anding th e Missouii m ilitia, to m ake 
no m ilitary m ovem ent so long as peace wus 
m aintained by th e State authorities. Ha 
was soon after relieved of his com m and apd 
was placed on th e retired list Aug. 1,1863. 
On M arch 13. 1865, he was breveted major- 
general "for long and faithful service.” 


NOT A WHOLE BONE LEFT.

Settlers R apidly Covering the Sioux 
R eservation w ith Shanties. 
P ie r r e , Dak.. May l l . —For some tim e 
hundreds of settlers have been lying in w ait 
along the Sioux reservation for the appoint­ 
m ent of the Sioux commission,and recently, 
w hen the news was received, m any of them 
w ent on the reserve aud staked out their 
prospective claims. The m atter was called 
to th e attention of the Interior D epartm ent 
officials, and now a despatch from "Wash­ 
ington announces th a t settlers will not be 
m olested by the governm ent, if they go on 
the 
reservation 
peaceably, 
pick 
out 
the land, and m ake no disturbance, as it is 
only a question of tim e when the lands will 
be ( ohed and throw n open. In consequence 
of this news, the last few days have devel­ 
oped a great rush for the best parts of the 
reservation. Claim shanties are beginning 
to speck the country across the river, and 
with the news of the governm ent’s position 
in regard to going on the reservation there 
is no telling w hat the next week or two 
will develop.

Ot'KAX NTE AM KR AFIRE AT SEA. 


Five Anxious Hours for F rig h ten ed 
Passengers of lite lCugia. 
Plymouth, 
May 
12.—The 
Hambursr- 
Am et lean line steam er Rugia, Captain Kar- 
lowa, from New York May 2 for H am burg, 
which arrived here at 2 d. rn. today, reports 
th at the cotton in her afterhold was spon­ 
taneously ignited on the night of the 8th 
inst. 
The fire burned fiercely, but was quenched 
after five anxious 
hours, duriug which 
everything had been got in readiness to 
abandon the steam er. 
Ono hundred and 
thirty burning cotton bales were jettisoned. 
G reat fright prevailed am ong the passen­ 
gers who rem ained on deck for 48 hours. 
Through the efforts to quench th e fire tho 
cabins were Hooded, and tw o-thirds of tho 
passengers’ luggage was spoiled. 
Much 
praise is given the ca rta n and crew for 
their exertions. 'I wo of tho crew were in­ 
jured, It is feared th at tho steam er’s cargo 
is greatly dam aged. 
After the fire had gained considerable 
headway some of those on board made 
preparations to desert the ship. but were 
prevented from doing so by the captain, 
who threatened them w ith a revolver. 
W hen the iron bulkhead doors were 
opened the heat becam e so intense th at 
m any persons were scorched, and the cotton 
bales around the passengers’ luggage took 
fire. Casks of lard, which formed part of 
tho vessel’s cargo, also tarnished fuel for 
the flames. 
Hope had been well nigh abandoned, and 
boats had been lowered to leave ti its th re a t­ 
ened steam er, when it occurred to the cap­ 
tain to try steam instead of w ater against 
tho fire. The plan was put in execution 
and proved successful. 
I'iie passengers have presented tho cap­ 
tain w ith an address, anil the crew w ith 
various gifts, as evidences of gratitude and 
estoem for their horde work in the midst of 
the aw ful dangers th at encom passed them 
all._______________________ 


THE LLAUCL IXQ PIUT. 


Ex a in I tint Iou of Mr. Parnell Closed— 
Archbishop W alsh’* Testim ony. 
Mr. P arnell’s exam ination before tho 
special com m ission was finished W ednes­ 
day. Ho testified th at the reception com ­ 
m ittee in Am erica com prised the leading 
m erchants of New York, representative 
citizens and m inisters of religion. In his 
speeches in New York the witness had de­ 
clared th a t not a farthing contributed to 
the Irish cause would go tow ard organiz­ 
ing rebellion In Ireland. Throughout Ills 
tour of the United States he had never 
sw erved 
a 
h air’s 
breadth 
from 
th a t 
declaration. 
A ttorney General W ebster, 
th e w itness said, had quoted from five 
out 
of 
(IU 
speech* s 
he 
had 
m ane 
in tho United States, iguor ng the general 
tenor of his speeches, so as to m isrepre­ 
sent his words 
Ail the nam es the attorney 
general had m entioned as those of persons 
who were associated w ith th e m eetings 
were only a sm all fraction of those woo at­ 
tended. Men of prom inent position aud 
undoubted 
respectability 
attended 
the 
m eetings. In no sense could Hie Am erican 
receptions be identified w ith the proceed­ 
ings of the physical force party. W itness 
firmly believed th a t none of his colleagues 
since joining the Irish parliam entary party 
had anything to do with the Fenians. Only 
casually did the Fenians come w ithin the 
orbit of the constitutional m ovem ent. 
A ttorney General w ebster, recurring to 
the exam ination of Mr. Parnell’s private 
bank account, w anted to trace a num ber of 
checks, and a warm discussion ensued. Sir 
Charles Russell declaring th ai such action 
would be unfair. 
Justice H annen suggested a postpone­ 
m ent of the inquiry into this m atter until 
fuller docum ents were before the court. 
Archbishop W alsh here took the stand. 
He testified th a t he cam e to the conclusion 
before 1*79 th a t there was need of a defen­ 
sive land organization, and was proceeding 
to give his opinion of the necessity for such 
an organization, when -Iustico Hannen in­ 
terposed. saying the inquiry m ust be lim ­ 
ited to w hether or not th j Land League was 
necessary. 
Attorney General W ebster subm itted th a t 
m atters of opinion were not admissible, aud 
the judges concurred. 
The archbishop continuing said th a t in 
the course of his visits through his diocese 
he had abundant m eans of knowing th at 
the league denounced 
outrages. 
Many 
priests had joined tile league w ith his lull 
approval. He saw nothing in the action of 
the m em bers of the league to forbid tho 
clergy jo lung the organization. 
Archbishop W alsh continued his tes’i- 
m ony before the Parnell commission T hurs­ 
day 
He testified th at facts that had come 
to Ills knowledge proved th a t tho league 
tended to dim inish crime. There has been 
a gradual decadence in tho secret societies 
in 
Ireland Idiice 1866. 
h o was aw are 
th at tho league had advised tenants not 
to enter tho laud court after the passage 
of th e act establishing th a t court in 1881. 
Subsequent events hail justified th at ad­ 
vice. He only knew of one instance where 
the league had been indiscreet. This indis­ 
cretion consisted of the passage of a resolu­ 
tion by a branch of the league to publish in 
its district, a list of the persons not m em ­ 
bers of the league. He protested against

MERCILESSLY CRUSHED. 


Ten L aborers Ground into a Shapeless 
Mass—Frightful Casualty at Colliery 
N ear Middleport. Fonn. 
PoTTsvir.Lrc, Penn., May P.—At a late 
hour, tonight, news of a frightful disaster 
readied this placo from the Alliance Goal 
Mining Company's K aska W illiam colliery, 
near New Philadelphia. 
A hundred men 
drove from here IO milos to tho colliery. 
whore they found the whole countryside 
collected aud tho m ost iutcnso excitem ent 
prevailing. 
Ten mon had been killed by the most 
stupid blunder of cheap im ported laborers 
About 6 o’clock as IO inside m iners were 
boing heaved un the abaft and when they 
had reached a height of 16 feot, two labor­ 
ers blindly ran an em pty m ine car over the 
top of the shaft. 
The shaft descends about SOO foot and 
through this awful distance tho car. the 
w eight of which was a ton and half, went 
hustling and bustling and knocking tim bers, 
breaking th e wire rope w ith which tho cars 
was being hoisted, dropping it in lum p and 
finally landing on the top of it w ith a terri­ 
ble crash. 
At the foot of each shaft or slope is a pit, 
into w inch the filthy w ater of the shuft is 
drained, At Kaska W illiam this sum p was 
20 feet deep. 
The case with its hum an freight fell into 
the hole, and on it came. crashing and 
crushing tho m ine car from its fearful 
height. 
T he foot of the shaft was sur­ 
rounded bv mou waiting to be hoisted.Thev 
heard it and saw the slaughter, but were 
paralyzed and powerless. 
They woro un 
atde even to move from harm ’s way. though 
luckily none of them was injured. 
An attem pt was made to help those upon 
whom a terrible fate bad fallen. 
At I o’clock tonight none of the bodies 
had been recovered, and it was impossible 
to tell how they could be reached. It is 
doubtful w hether any of them will be 
recognizable. They m ust he ground into a 
shapeless mass of hum anity. 
All tile people wlio garnered about tho 
scene were outspoken in denunciation of 
the com pany for employing ignorant and 
cheap laborers in such an im portant place. 
There was talk of lynching the two men 
who had innocently caused the disaster, but 
prom pt m easures prevented tiffs. 
The rope w as spliced as quickly as possi­ 
ble and twnew cage rigged. Mine Inspector 
Gay descended as soon as he could, and was 
s till down when T u b G l o u e reporter loft 
the scene. Wi ld had come un th at it would 
be some tim o before th e y could he reached, 
aud th a t the greatest possible destruction 
had been worked in tho shaft aim at the 
foot.

Ho also has congres­ 
sional aspirations. Mr. Royall. in his inter­ 
view, said: 
lf the voters of this district should think 
me w orthy of a seat in Congress, my aim 
will be the disfranchisem ent of the negro. 
No w hite m an in the .South would for a 
m om ent entertain a proposition to re­ 
enslave the negro, or to treat him unfairly 
in respect to his rights of person or prop­ 
erty. but all of us know and feel th at it was 
a cruel piece of in ustice to us to put the 
ballot into ills bauds in his present half- 
civilized state. It is fully conceded by the 
intelligent men of the North that giving 
him the ballot was a mistake. All th at is 
necessary is the repeal of tile filteen'tb 
am endm ent, and I believe we will have the 
basis of a fair trade with the North for a re­ 
peal of it. Tile fuss m ade by tho N orthern 
m en about the negro is not from a senti­ 
m ental interest in him as a man. 
'J he South has a large vote in the electo­ 
ral college, aud a num ber of representatives 
in Congress based on the negro as a voter.

ROBBING A BANK. 


“ H o ld in g I 'p ” th o P r e iiitc n t, C a sh ie r 
a n d O th e r Official*. 
T he Bank of Forest City. 40 miles north 
of Bt. l ouis, Mo., was robbed on the 7th 
inst. President W ebber, Cashier H unt and 
Wesley Sanford were sitting out in iront of 
the hank talking base ball. T hree m en 
w earing slouch hats entered and the bank 
officials followed them in. Duce inside the 
strangers drew revolvers and covered all 
three. It was then seen th a t the men were 
masked. The bank officials were told th at 
if they m ade the least outcry they would be 
shot dead. Cashier H unt was thou m an lied 
behind she counter with a pistol at htshead 
and forced t<> show where tho funds were 
kept. The cashier opened the safe and the 
thief tossed #4609 into a bag and then de­ 
m anded more. Tile cashier said th at was 
alt tho cash in tho hank. He was then 
m arched back to tho other prisoners, and 
the three wero taken to the rear portion of 
the bank and were told to rem ain there for 
IO m inutes on pain of death. 
The robbers thou loft tho bank, taking 
w ith them all the firearm s they could finn. 
The president and cashier did not wait for 
the lim it of tim e to expire, but gave the 
alarm as soon as the robbers were out of the 
building. They wero too late. as the rob­ 
bers had m ounted horses and left town. 
Posses were sent out, but so far have cap­ 
tured no prisoners. The directors offer a 
rew ard of #1000 for the robbers. This is 
the second bank robbery th at has occurred 
ia the vicinity recently.

It is understood the com m issioners w ill 
oiler $ 1 .7 5 per acre, but the Cherokees are 
not likely to accept th a t figure, holding 
th a t 84 or #5 nor acre would be no more 
than the land is worth. 
W hile the di­ 
versity of opinion as to the sale at any price 
is great, it is understood th a t if the 6,OOO,- 
OO ) acres em braced in the strip could be 
disposed of for $24,000,000 to the govern­ 
m ent. a sale m ight he effected. 
UnlessChief Maves can be prevailed upon 
to convene the Legislature it would seem as 
lf the object of the commissioners would 
do defeated, as the purchase cannot be m ade 
w ithout the sanction of th at body.

w hite clover phials, w hich im prove every 
bit of open w eather to strengthen th eir posi­ 
tion an t enlarge their bo der*. T he re­ 
m oval of toes*' and other perennial w eeds 
should be tho very first work rn spriug. 
If 
ttie runners have b6en a lowed to cover the 
ground it w it be a tedious sob, and the ow n­ 
ers w ill. iii nine cases o t of ten, give it up. 
w ith the pica of not get? m g caught so again. 
T his is lo o t policy, w hothe 
view ed as a 
m atter of discip inc or piofil. for the w eeds 
te a se a wonderful growth 
betw een lite 
opening of spring and the ripening of the 
itm tenafi th e t at. unpretending little tu fts 
of sorrel put iorth an energy wonderful to 
sec. and quite discouraging when th e re- 
su is of all th is is compared 
w ith

berries, 
half

stunt- d. and wholly iud underneath. 
it is commonly stated as an axiom in 
straw berry culture th at it is cheaper to set I 
an ew plantation than to c eau out an old 
one, but I am satisfied th at it careful atten ­ 
tion is given to them before bearing that tile ' 
difference in favor of the new plantation is 
uotoo m arked. The risk of starling a new j 
plantation is considerable saying nothing I 
about Hie fact that m any varieties do not do 
th eir best the tim year 
In all m atted-row 
culture spring cultivation m ust be con cued 
to the use ot the hoe. and a spec a1 lookout 
m ust he kept for small tufts of the peren­ 
nial grasses, such as bluegrass, redtop, etc. 
Iv rich ground a sickly looking tuft of red 
t p as big as the finger in March will olten 
c o .ei a lo u t* uara ov tile m iddle of duly. 
Kveti in nu; arently clean plantation plants 
of w hit • clover and other perennials will lie 
found nestling close under the straw berry 
l-lunts. tying low and abid ng th eir tim e 
w here considerable weed ng is done in 
spring and ground laid care, some sor of 
m ulching will ne necessary. 
Half-rotten 
short straw is th e best, or w here a power 
cutter is available, fresh straw cut nto our- 
inch lengths is cleaner and better. If the 
m ulching is deferred until grass is a foot 
high. this can be mowed and applied in a 
green state, and m akes a soft. delightful 
mulch, but the blossoms and 
nst-settine 
fruit at this period m ake it a tedious, care­ 
ful job. .Sawdust is no better than sand, as 
it adheres to the fruit. 


of the herds of m any large breeders when I 
sa th at the pigs w ere iattei.ed on cprn at 
from five to eight m onths old to m ake them 
smooth and showy for shipm ent.

H ie most d s- 
couraging th ug about it is th a t the great 
bulk of farm ers will plod along in the old 
ruts and roar their pigs on c m and attrib ­ 
ute th eir Iou-, w hen tho herd is swept 
away. to had luck, instead of bad m anage­ 
ment, 
This 
is 
not 
only a rational 
theory, b u t it has been verified in many 
fanes by farm ers, also by scientists, atid 
a carotol dissecting of hogs which had been 
re ired on corn and at the name tim e other-* 
of tile sam e lot which had benn fed o u tlie 
m ixed and more nitrogenous diet, showed 
th e vita organs ot the latter to be larger, 
the bones stronger, and the blood more 
abundant. There would be some excuse 
for this exclusive corn feeding if corn was 
mu h cheaper than otiier foods, hut I be­ 
lieve the fact to be th a t pork can he m ade 
for less when the fram e of the pig is started 
aright, for wh Ic the first five m onths feed­ 
ing may possibly cost more. the fattening 
will show hat a given quantity of corn will 
produce more pork when fed to those which 
lia -e been dei eloped by the m ixed diet 
than it will on the corn-reared pig. I sug­ 
gest th a t farm ers try some careful e pen- 
raents in this lite .—[W aldo F. Brown, in 
Country G entlem an. 


R a sp b erries an d B lack b erries. 
Turning from the straw berry to its im m e­ 
diate successor we have a fru it th a t is pre­ 
em inently adapted to the farm er's use. 
In 
a m easure self-asserting and under favoring 
conditions good for a dozen years, the farm er 
can plant the black- an raspberry w ith con­ 
siderable faith th at he can keep it clean and 
receive un abunduntannual rew ard,of a fruit 
th at bas the least waste of any fruit grown. 
The first work after once established is to 
tak e out the old wood, and in snowy and 
windy latitudes the most advanced culti­ 
var irs do not take this out until after m id­ 
w inter. 
On any mil I day in February or 
March, arm ed with t.ffck gloves, the old 
canes can be broken out and laid in the 
space between the rows to be rem oved with 
a pitctitork. 
In cleaning out weeds aud 
grass from th e space, about two feet wide iii 
the row canndt be reached with the cul­ 
tivator. 
I figve found th at taking tim e by 
the forelock aud doing it just as the frost is 
p an lv out is the m ost profitable way. Tho 
ground is soft and the weeds are not nearly 
so tenacious in their hold upon the soil as 
when allowed to m ake some headway in 
their sum m er’s growth. 
The sam e is true 
of cultivation between the rows, and it is 
tar better to do it at the tim e of early gar 
den-m aking than later. 
My plan is to clean out w ith the hoe such 
weeds as I know cannot be reached by any 
thin g else, and then plough w ith a light 
plough toward the plants, throw ing the 
earth nearly to the stems. Then I go along 
the rows with the hoe again aud hoe the 
m ellow soil into the balk between the plants 
w herever I think it necessary. Two weeks 
later I go through w ith a Planet, .Jr., set 
wide, and by wearing buckskin gloves I can 
stir the soil alm ost up to the stems. C ulti­ 
vation is given thereafter as needed, until 
the new grow th and rooting of the tips 
m ake it impossible. In cultivating, a h ar­ 
ness th a t will allow of the freest swinging 
and sideways crowding of the cultivator is 
desirable, and I find such to be a sim ple 
collat w ith batties and trace-chaius leading 
directly to the whitcletree, w ithout back 
strap. By the way. one of my neighbors 
uses such a harness for ploughing. The 
chains hitch to the ham es by hooks, and 
w hen quitting work are dropped upon the 
f;round, still attached to the plough. 
The 
ine is tied upon the Lame, And upon reach­ 
ing the stable the collar, w ithout unbuck­ 
ling the hames, is reversed aud taken off 
w itll th e bridle. Iea\ing the horse to cool 
off and eat his dinner unfettered by a muss 
• f sweaty leather. 
W here a farm er or other raspberry-grower 
has an abundance of straw it is a very nice 
way to m ulch with seven or eight inches 
deep of straw, renewing each spring and 
not cultivating at all. A friend of m ine, a 
large farm er, grew an acre in this way for 
lo years, simply palling u p such weeds as 
found their way through the straw, which 
were nut luanv. a neighbor’s two girls 
picked and m arketed them tor half, ana. as 
tho berries -great, fat, ov ergrown Doolit- 
tles-sold readily at lo cents per quart, it 
proved profitable for both parties. This 
was iu the early days of th e Doolittle, and I 
think th at once he sold $ so worth of plants, 
the tips rooting beneath the rotten straw. 
Red raspberries of the suckering varieties 
are quite troublesom e as com pared with 
tip-rooting ones, and the only wav to deal 
w ith them is to tre*t the surplus suckers as 
weeds. The rows are generally kept too 
broad. Six inches is wide enough, as the 
berries will be enough larger to pay, and 
th e bearing canes will lean out to either 
side, while the new grow th grows erect rn 
th e middle, and does not im pede picking as 
w hen in a hedge Is or -’ti inches wide. 
BUp-kberries.from theii aggressive nature, 
are generally detested ny farm ers, but they 
are at the same tim e a vary desirable fruit 
to have. Thee thrive alm ost anyw here, and 
a very good way to grow them is in little 
groups not more than six feet across w ith a 
clear space of four or five feet all around. 
Keep the spaces clear with a brush scythe, 
throw plenty of coarse, straw y m anure 
am ong the plants in the spring, cu t out the 
old canes and shorten the new ones at the 
same tim e, and if the w inter is not so severe 
as to kill peaches the grower will be rew ard­ 
ed w ith an abunaance of fruit from the 
m iddle of July until Septem ber I. and thus 
round out three m onths of berrying.—! L. B

How m any there are who for w ant of 
know edge, or rath er the lack of it, find 
their efforts in floriculture a com parative 
failure; for it is Indeed very annoying to 
sow aud plant, then to learn as the season 
adv anees you have only the early sorts th at 
soon dow er and are gone and nothing re­ 
m ains b u tdead dried stalks for the last half 
of the season. Again, how disappointing it 
is to plant some low growing variety in the 
centre of a bed, like phlox or alyssum , and 
then border w ith some tall sort, like zinnias, 
thus hiding from view those in tho centre, 
spoiling w hat m ight have been a thing of 
beauty th e whole sum m er. Some are dis­ 
appointed this way and learn th at “ex­ 
perience is a dear teacher,” and ignorance 
is not always bliss. It is with a desire to aid 
Hie m o w beginners th a t I am penning these 
lines. 
if a large collection is w anted it does not 
m ake so m u b difference w hat kinds are 
chosen, b ut if only a few are wanted great 
care should be exercised to select only those 
th a t give the most flowers an I rem ain the 
longest tim e in bloom. Ageratum is a pretty 
litt le Mexican plant of easiest culture. The 
Powers are a sky blue, freely produced and 
continue iu bloom until Lost. It is much 
prized by our florists for bouquets. Tile 
Ageratum is well adapted for house culture. 
Adonis is another desirable annual. The 
foliage is fine-cut and pretty. The Ameers, 
a brilliant red. look like so m any coals of 
tire nestled 
down 
am ong the foliage, 
^cabasa, 
phlox, 
catchfly, 
m ignonette, 
candytuft and petunias are all good flower­ 
ing sorts for a sm all garden. Phlox is one 
of the very best varieties for all purpo es. 
Petunias excel all othors for fragrance. The 
only short-blooming sort m entioned is the 
candytuft, of which tw o Bowings should be 
m ade to ensure their lovely pure w hite 
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JP erk fo r P r o f it —F ro m H e a lth y H o g s. 
T he farm ers who fed th eir corn last fall 
and w inter to good hogs received for the 
hogs a price which ga ve them the equivalent 
of Go cents a bushel for corn, w hile those 
who wagoned their corn to m arket sold it 
for about half this price in m any localities. 
Over large areas of the best corn-producing 
lauds of our W estern States farm ers have 
given up hog-raising on account of the de­ 
vastations of cholera, and are afraid to re­ 
stock w ith swine. I have lived from boy­ 
hood (more than 50 years) in the “g reat 
Miami valley,” w here hogs have been the 
principal m oney product on a large m a­ 
jority of th e farm s, and have been a swine- 
grower for 40 years, and I should not hesi­ 
tate in sny locality to stock a farm w ith 
hogs. First. I would sta rt with healthy 
nock.

had 
hogs 
of

own 
raising, ail the bettor: but I would not 
ro to the breeders of fancy nu ck who 
rind pam pered th eir pigs to m ake them 
dhow well, but would, if possible, buy some 
m ature m o th ers-sow s th at had reared two 
or three litters each, Jf there was a n u or 
w atereouise passing through my farm to 
carry the v rus of cholera from the farm s 
above, I would not allow my hogs aoi ess to 
it. nut would keep them in other fields or 
feedlot The sows during pregnancy should 
not be fed exelusively on a corn diet. but 
With the corn should have a variety of 
bulky 
and succulent food—bran, m ots, 
•nage. oats, etc , one or all, w hichever was

The plant grows 
about two leet high, is of erect habits, the 
foliage is deep cut and pretty for bouquets, 
as are the flowers, which are borne on long 
spikes six to eight inches in length, and are 
exquisitely fragrant. 
Another new Power 
is th e im ribilis Uongiflora), 
the flower 
trum pets are nine inches in length, of a 
pure w axy w hite, and very fragrant. It is 
difficult to recogui e this plant as belong­ 
ing to the four o’clocks, so distinct a va­ 
riety is i t 
Do not think I am more in favor of new 
flowers to the discarding of the old ones. 
Not so 
I believe in growing the good old 
sorts, ana as many of the new ones as have 
been thoroughly tried and found worthy of 
cultivation. Bra hycome is a lovely annual, 
and but little known. 
By some it is called 
the Swan River Daisy, and it is a daisy. 
Its pretty blue and w hite flowers are so 
freely produced as to alm ost cover tho 
entire foliage from view’. The Brachydome 
is a native of Australia, where it grows 
wild on the banks of the rivers. 
Cilia. 
W hitlava and Pbacelia are pretty flowers, 
only early bloomers. 
The last two nam ed 
will serve a double purpose to those who 
keep honey bees, as the bees are particu­ 
larly fond of them . Some of our large apiary 
keepers sow fields of the phacelia for bee 
food, l ur a ribbon bed sow phlox, red. 
w hite and blue. How separate colors in 
each row. A few plants of the stately rici- 
pus add a tropical look to the grounds. 
P eriliais a lovely foliage plant. N othing 
else like it. The leaves are a dark m etallic 
bronze, and very pretty. Do you know the 
pretty oak geranium , which we so carefully 
cultivate indoors, is a perfectly liar ly an­ 
nual, and is fine for bordering? I will give 
any one some of the oak geranium seed who 
would like to try it. as I have an extra large 
box of the seed I saved from our geranium 
hedge of last year; but they m ust not for 
get to send a stam p to pay the postage. 
Euphorbia is another pretty foliage plant 
It grows about three feet high, and has the 
prettiest effect, w hen grown in mass. The 
leaves are a lively green, m argined w ith 
white. Glancium is a dw arf plant, and 
well suited for bordering. 
The foliage is a 
silvery w’Uite and quite showy. 
For a car 
pet tied nothing can excel, for a brilliant 
display, the many hued portulacas. They 
are one com plete blaze of colors the whole 
season. No sun too hot or soil too dry for 
this little salam ander; but. like the sundial 
it courts only the bright hours. 
Ladies com plain of their zinnias, and un­ 
deservedly blam e our seedsmen, sayingthey 
sent for double seed. Of course they did. 
Who ever heard of single zinnia seed being 
advertised .' The trouble was they did urn 
remove th e first blossoms, which always 
come single from the best of seed. These 
single i owers m ust be picked off every day 
until they begin to come double, when they 
will have as handsom e a bed of -zinnias as 
they could desire. A few vines are always 
in every well arianged dower garden. Per 
haps the best known is the m orning glory 
but for some purposes, such as covering un 
sightly objects, the gourds are a better coy 
ering. For a shady situation sow cardispe 
ionium or balloon vine, so called from the 
curious inflated ’capsules, which hang from 
the vine like ho many great puff balls 
Cypress vine is a delicate climber. The 
foliage is very fine, and tile star-shaped 
flowers, a brilliant scarlet, are very showy 
Cultivate flowers and do' not be afraid to 
pick them . It is not tho blooming th at ex 
presses the vitality of the plants, but the 
ripening of the seed. So use vour flowers 
for what is nicer th an to be able to pick 
sumptuous bouquet for a departing guest 
Mould you like some flower seeds? I will 
f ive you some if you will pay the postage, 
always gather so m any more flower seeds 
than I need, it seems such a pity to let them 
go to waste. I have a big box. or rather an 
old trunk, that is full of parcels and pack 
ages of row er seeds, so if you w ant some, 
send me one-halt dozen two-cent stam ps for 
postage aud packing, and I will send you I 
or 20 different kinds of flower seed. Any 
one is welcome to send for them .—[Maud L

lacking in good taste and—smell. 
As common as roses are and have been so 
long, there are coin aratively few hut 
florists who really know w hat they are capa­ 
ble of doing if prooerlv cared for. It is just 
as easy to have a bed of tea roses as a bed 
of geranium s, and t i obtain as free bloom. 
B ut neit cr will he satisfactory w ithout 
abundant food and water, and the frequent 
rem oval of seed vessels. A decayed sod, 
thoroughly enriched is the best soil for 
roses, and there should be occasional appli­ 
cations of liquid m anure. 
W hen cold w eather approaches the plants 
mav be lifted, tho oldest wood prunned 
aw ay, and set in boxes of sandy or mellow 
soil in the cellar, giving only enough w ater 
to keep them from shrivelling; they will bo 
ready for duty in the border when spring 
comes. They may tie set out quite < arly. as 
cold snaps will do them no harm . In a .sea­ 
son of drought m ulch w ith well rotted 
m anure. It is a good plan to plant verbe­ 
nas. petunias, or sim ilar low-growing plants, 
am ong them . 
I he nyorid perpetuals are perfectly hardy, 
and when given the requisite care will 
prove perpetual bloomers, which they are 
only in nam e w ith ordinary treatm ent. A 
spot 
having 
good dra auge should bo 
selected; a quite heavy clay soil suits them 
very well, bnf always rem em ber they m ust 
be well fed. If necessary, rem ove a quan­ 
tity of soil and replace w ith th a t which i« 
ricn : when wnll established keep a few 
Inches of m ulching, of part horse m anure, 
about the roots, and from tim e to tim e fork 
into the soil. As often ae a flower fades 
rem ove it before it has a chanco to form 
seed; allow no dead or straggling brancher 
to rem ain, but encourage the production of 
blossoms by inducing new growth. Thoso 
who know "only a little b it” about rosos 
know the bloom is alw ays produc’d on new 
wood. Under this treatm ent the hybrid 
perpetuals will bloom from spring till au ­ 
tum nal frosts. The rose is a gross feeder1, 
I u t only well rotted m anure m ust be ap­ 
plied. 
Moss roses, though so delicate in appear­ 
ance. are as hardy as the sw eetbrier and 
can Vie m ade to bloom as f eely. The buds 
are far more beautiful than the opened 
roses, veiled as they a n in the mossy calyx. 
T he old wood shout I ■ e pruned away. and 
the sam e m ethods o fertilization a n d 1 lea - 
m ent employed as w ith the hybrid perpet­ 
uals. 
Many of the hardy clim bing roses are said 
to be constant bloomers, lint I havo not 
found them so, though I have tried a 
do, en varieties. They do well trained on a 
Hollis, but better still around a house form ­ 
ing a screen for a veranda or porch, but 
his is o i ected to by the men, who in-ist 
th a t clim bers, by shading the cornice and 
other wood work, create dam pnes and cen­ 
se uently decay. I th in k differently; the 
shade is never so dense as to im pede the 
rculation of air. and the vines orm a pro 
taction from sun and storm , and if they did 
not I would have them ust the same 
This brings to m u d the perfoc. bower I 
m ade oi

years 
ago. 
How

th e m orning sun all sum m er, and roses 
raced over the walls and over the eaves'. 
Anphelopsis filled in every space until the 
house was literally covered; I had a huge 
u eetbriar at m y north window; and tIii< 
rem inds me to tell your readers not to set one 
w here it will be w atered by house slops 
but where there is fresh, turfy loam for the 
roots, let the sod surround it and see if it 
does not thrive 
A w ilding unchanged by

unlike th at of any other rose. 
In selecting roses, unless one has acquaint­ 
ance with v arieties it is ust as well to send 
an order to a reliable Ai rn. stating thecolo a 
desired and w hether for bedding or house, 
also w hether the ever.bloom ing, climbers, 
moss roses or perpetuals; the result s quite 
as likely to be satisfactory as if we attem pt 
to select from catalogue descriptions and 
unfam iliar names. Ju st think of over ,000.- 
ooo rose plants changing hands in one y e a r; 
and 2q.000.000 of cut roses handled in the 
sam e tim e! \\ h at an indication of the ex- 
ee ing popularity of the rose, the queen of 
flowers. 


Buying Fertilizers. 
The m ost notable innovation on old-time 
farm m ethods is shown by the fact th a t 
so large a proportion of wideaw ake farm ers 
buy com m ercial fertilizers. Those who do 
not,refrain less from t he inborn prejudice of 
farm ers against paying out money, except 
for absolute nece-saries th an from a careful 
study of the case, resulting in the conclu­ 
sion th at tnls particular investm ent will 
not pay. It is now well understood th at in­ 
creasing the fertility of the soil costs som e­ 
thing, however it may be accomplished. 
The secret of success in farm ing in modern 
tim es lies rn finding the fie’-t and cheapest 
way to do this. It is clear th a t m aking 
hom e made fertilizers by leading stock is 
the m ost natural m ethod of increasing soil 
fertility. But w hether it is the cheapest 
m ust depend upon m any circum stances, 
especially 
the 
value 
and 
kind 
of 
stock 
kept 
and 
the 
skill 
of 
the 
feeder. 
To use an anim al 
m ainly for 
roducin v m anure will not pay anywhere. 
he p olit, if there is any, m ust be made 
some other way, aud th e m aking of m anure 
and fertili m g the farm be ouly incidental. 
A skilful feeder bas a great advantage over 
one inexperienced in tile bus ness. 
He 
knows how to feed to get the most value 
directly from the anim al, an i at the same 
tim e to enrich the m anure pile. The plain 
farm er who feeds his corn and coarse fodder 
in w inter is at a disadvantage. Possibly be­ 
cause of his inexperience or the inferior 
luality of his stock it may pay him better 
to buy m anure from some city or large 
village than to m ake it. In m ost cases it 
pays fietier to draw’ m anures to the farm 
than bulky feeds like straw or bay to be 
m ade into m anures. 
Unless under e - 
ceptional circum stances none but coneen 
trated feeds like grain, mill-feed, or oil- 
meal shoulu bo nought to feed. Those will 
m ako 
the m anure pile richer w ithout 
greatly increasing 
its 
hulk. 
The 
ex­ 
pense 
of 
carting 
bulky .food 
on 
a 
arm to m ake a larger am ount of poor 
qua ity m anure, and then of draw ing the 
latter on the fields, is too great to be borne 
bv ordinary fanning. It is such considera­ 
tions as these which have increased the use 
of good com m ercial m anure am ong th in k ­ 
ing farmers. If they are sold under guar­ 
anteed analyses, as the laws of m ost Sta.es 
now provide, the purchaser knows just w hat 
he is getting. 
In buying them one pur­ 
chaser has apparently as good a chalice as 
another, though in practice it will be usually 
found th at the good farm er puts the seed 
bed for his crops into so m uch better shape 
th a t w hatever m anures he uses are more 
effective therefor, 
b u t it is probably true 
th at a careless, shiftless farm er is placed at 
less disadvantage in buying and us ng com­ 
m ercial fertilizers than in alm ost any of 
his iarm ing operations.—[.Rural C anadian.

As the ground becomes frozen* it 
agaiu descends below the frost (in some in­ 
stances six feet below the surface), as before 
rem ains torpid until the n ex t spring, w hen 
it again appears at the surface, being now 
11 * inches in length, 
It continues to feed 
upon vegetable substances until about the 
m iddle of June, when it ceases, descends 
deeper into the earth, and becomes torpid 
until about the middle of August. Then a 
com plete change occurs. It opens length­ 
wise from the head. back nearly one-half its 
length, and forthw ith appears in the chrys­ 
alis state, in which it rem ains nearly in­ 
active until about the last of Septem ber, 
when it changer into a perfect state or 
beetle, and still rem ains in a nearly torpid 
state until the following spring, when, 
about the last of April, it ascends to the sur­ 
face. and im m ediately com m ences to repro­ 
duce its species. 


Agricultural N u g g ets. 
In order to have a good succession of corn, 
plant the M arblehead or Cory corn now. at 
the sam e tim e as the Crosby, and then suc­ 
cessive plantings of th e Crosby every IO 
days till July I, and you will have good 
sw eet corn ready for the table at any tim e 
from Ju ly 20 till frost. 
The Crosby is the 
best corn for th e table, though, w here fod­ 
der for the cow is an object, th e htow ell’s 
evergreen is excellent. 
I he Luna bean m ay bo had early by sta rt­ 
ing under glass now’ in pots, aud tran sp lan t­ 
ing about tfie _’5th of May. 
Tom atoes and egg plants should go out 
about the same tim e. Cucum bers and m el­ 
ons started under glass are set out about 
Ju n e I. 
A few wax-pod beans and cranberry beans 
will always prove acceptable, and should be 
planted now. To have a succession of green 
peas, m ake plantings of Cham pion of E ng­ 
land every lo days. 
The insects will begin to get lively the 
latter part, or the m onth, and will take a lit­ 
tle care to keep them from destroying our 
crops, lf we did not have to fight them 
there would be little chance of profit n the 
garden. There would be a surplus of every 
crop produced. 
The tent caterpillar, the ran k er worm, th e 
cabbage worm and maggot, the potato bug. 
tfie currant worm, all need to be w atched 
and taken in tune. It is far easier to de­ 
stroy the first generation of most of these 
insects than it is the far more nu u em us sec­ 
ond generation th at comes a m onth or so 
later. 
At the M assachusetts experim ent station:

Limo, says Mr. H. Stew art, is one of the 
best preservatives for tim ber in existence. 
It neutral! es the acids in it and so id I ties 
the album en, thus preventing decay. It is 
the best m aterial for preserving shingles 
and fence posts from decay, and also the 
sills of buildings aud the walls and 
oors; 
it prevents wet rot and dry rot. and if jiaint- 
ed over tho iron work of ploughs it will 
keep them from rusting. It should be used 
as a nodding for th e beams and i oors of 
cellars when these arc of wo d. for it is de­ 
structive to all kinds of fungi, and even 
th at pernicious fungus which causes th e rot 
of potatoes aud m any others ate prevented 
by its use. 
Too heavy feeding and w ant of exercise 
tend to barrenness, not oqly am ong fowls, 
but am ong all other kinds of 
anim als, 
l here is little choice in econonrcal results 
between neglect and fashionable pam per­ 
ing. The m edium course is generally best. 
Enough is better than a surfeit. 
O serving poultrykeepers ob'ect to keep- 
ii% hens and pullets together, on the ground 
th at the older ones bo-s tho pullets, get 
more than the r share of the food, and be­ 
come too fat, while all are less prolific than 
when kent each class by itself. 
It is not always th a t the planter can have 
his choice of soils, and ho can m eet w ith 
fair .success by adapting it so f ir as possible 
to th e different kind of trees he has to 
plant. 
Leach trees do best on sandy soil.

He Was Not a Humorist, Eat Used to 
Have His Boot Black. 


The New York Sun of Monday last. in 
referring to a com m ent m ade by the E din­ 
burgh Review of October, 180S. in a review 
of Chief Justice M arshall’s fam ous "Life 
of W ashington" (then just published), to 
the effect th a t none of these histories ever 
gave any particulars of W ashington’s pri­ 
vate life and habits, gives tho m ost plausi­ 
ble reason for such reticence, along w ith a 
num ber of incidents in the life of the n a­ 
tion’s hero, w hich illustrate some peculiar­ 
ities of his life not generally known. 
For instance, he wore a No. 18 boot and 
a No. l l shoe; th at he was 6 feet 2 inches 
tall; th a t he had a red noso, enorm ous 
wrists aud an cles; th a t he weighed a good 
deal over 200 pounds, and th a t his hands 
a ero so large as to render it necessary for 
his gloves to be m ade to order. 
It will also be interesting to the present 
generation to know th at W ashington w ent 
to "ail old field school” barefooted; th a t 
when m ildly rebuked DV his father on one 
occasion for not dividing an apple w ith his 
brothers, he "hung his bead down, ’ ac- ord- 
ing to an old chronicler, "w hile w ith his lit­ 
tle naked toes he scratched in the soft 
ground” ; th a t he excelled his schoolm ates 
as a runner and jum per: th a t he w restled 
w ith the sons of the Widow Stevenson on 
th e gre n. and th a t one of them used to 
boast th a t he had "m any a tim e dirtied the 
back of the conqueror of E ngland. ’ 
U n S w o r e a t M o n m o u t h . 
W ith all his austerity, w hich m ade him 
conspicuous am ong all m en, still he was not 
alw ays so unbending, for his passionate dis­ 
position led bim into m any violent alterca­ 
tions let alone personal encounters, and he 
was given to "strange oaths” and was at 
tim es seen in his cups. Indeed, austerity 
itself m ust derive a certain relief aud re­ 
freshm ent from the fact th a t he swore at 
the battle of 
M onm outh 
until th e air 
turpod blue because G eneral Lee. through 
negligence or envy, failed to obey his orders 
and consum m ate a victory. 
We are in ­ 
debted to one of his outbursts of passion for 
an excellent illustration of his m oral cour- 
age m d nobility of nature. 
W hen be was only 22, a b itter contest 
arose in A lexandria over the election of a 
m em ber for the House of Burgesses. The 
contest lits were Colonel George F airfax 
and Mr. Elzey. W ashington’s regim ent was 
cam ped near the tow n,and he was a zealous 
supporter of bis friend Fairfax. A dispute 
took place in the court house yard between 
Colonel W ashington and a Mr. Payne, who 
was a sm all m an, but stout-hearted and 
brave. 
W ashington was very aggressive 
and insulted Payne grossly, when the latter 
knocked him down w ith a hickory stick. 
Ho was stunned, and recovered conscious­ 
ness just in um e to prevent serious blood­ 
shed. Several of hts subordinate officers 
being present, they were about to dem olish 
the Payne party.when hechecked his angry 
comrades. The next day lie sent for Payne, 
who cam e expecting serious results, but 
W ashington offered his hand. 
"Mr. P ayne.” said he, "I find I was wrong 
yesterday, but I wish to be rig h t today. 
Y ou ha e had some satisfaction, and if you 
th in k that sufficient, here is m y hand. Let 
us be friends.” 
They did become friends. 
Years alter the sam e Mr. Paynei who 
was tho grandfather of the present General 
Pavne of W arrenton. Va., had occasion to 
visit M ount Vernon. W ashington m et him 
cordially a t the door, led him to the pres­ 
ence of Mrs. W ashington, and introduced 
him . 
. , 
. 
, 
"H ere, m y dear,” said he, ' here is the 
little m an you have so often heard tne talk 
of, and who, on a difference between us one 
day, had the resolution to knock me down. 
big us I am . I know you will honor him as 
he deserves, for I assure you Mr. Payne has 
the heart of a true V irginian.” 
Ile U n d e rsto o d H u m a n N a t u r e . 
W ashington knew men, and he always 
adopted the best course to influence them . 
H arshness in this case would have defeated 
his object, but no m an could be more severe 
w hen his anger was aroused. 
The late Governor Wise of V irginia used 
to tell an anecdote which illustrated his 
violence when obstinately opposed. A fter 
Adam s had been elected President, and the 
outcry against the alien aud sedition laws 
and Hie excise becam e so loud as to arouse 
W ashington’s apprehensions th a t the Re­ 
publicans m ight carry the country to the 
other extrem e aud tfie work of disintegra­ 
tion be commenced, he sent a m essenger to 
R ichm ond w ith a note to John M arshall, 
afterw ard chief justice, saying he wished 
him to come to M> -uut Vernon for a w eek’s 
visit, M arshall, who was an ardent Feder­ 
alist got ready, and :n a few days reached 
M ount Vernon. W ashington received him 
w ith great cordiality. A tter dinner, when 
all the other com pany had retired to the 
sitving-ioom, he detained M arshall and soon 
told him wily he had sent for him , and th at 
he w anted him to announce him self as a 
Federalist candidate. M arshall replied th at 
it wus im possible: th a t he was a poor man, 
dependent upon his practice at the bar; 
th a t the pecuniary sacrifice would Ie more 
than he could b ar in his present straight­ 
ened circum stances. W ashington argued 
w ith him . and finally got w rought into a 
violent passion. 
M arshall, in describing the occurrence, 
said ho had never received such a torrent of 
abuse in ins life. He thought a t one tim e 
th at W ashington would jum p on him from 
across the table. He retired th a t ii gilt, but 
could not sleep. The insults given him 
seemed to blister his brain. A fter rolling 
and tossing for a tim e he concluded he 
would get up early in the morning, slip out. 
get his horse and start home before break­ 
fast. Morn in r at last came, and as soon as 
ho could see well he dressed 
Fearing to 
aw ake W ashington he took his boots in his 
hand and started down the stairw ay in his 
stocking feet, but to his horror he m et 
W ashington in tfie hall. 
M a r s h a ll A w a ite d O rd e rs . 
"W here are you going, Major M arshall?” 
said the old general. 
"I was going out, sir.” 
“It is too early for you to rise, sir. Return 
to your room, and I will have you called 
when breakfast is ready.” 
M arshall returned to his room, as he said, 
"to aw ait further orders.” 
At breakfast W ashington was very polite 
to him . Afterward he inform ed M arshall 
th a t the horses were ready and th at they 
would ride over the plantation. They rode, 
returning a t,, o’clock to dinner. No allu­ 
sion had been m ade to the row of the pre­ 
vious night, 
lh o result of it all was th at 
M arshall rem ained the week out, returned 
to Richmond, ran for Congress, was elected, 
and took every post in Congress th a t the 
general w anted him to take. 
Vet W ashington’s biographers m erely tell 
us th at M arshall was "persuaded by him to 
enter Congress I 
W ashington was a strict ch u rch m an ; yet 
his powerful passions som etim es placed him 
in am using contrast to studied religious 
demo; nor. 
W hile riding from church in his coach one 
hot day one of the young bloods of tie 
county on horseback rode rapidly by him 
and filled the air with clouds of dust. W ash­ 
ington, it is said, put his head out of the 
window, and the young m an declared lie 
"never got such a cursing in his life.” 
W ashington used to boast th a t ho never 
had a servant to leave him . and, in tru th , 
his slaves were devoted to him , but tiffs was 
due to no lack of severity on his part, when 
tie thought the case justified it. Before tile 
war, when General Wise was canvassing 
Fa rfax county, lie m et one of these old 
slaves. This one when a boy witnessed one 
of W ashington’s severe "spells.” 
It seemed old Sam was a rough carpenter, 
constantly engaged in building and repair­ 
ing cabins. W ashington cautioned him in 
m ortising logs for th e cabins to cut half 
through tho log oil one side then turn it 
over and cut ttirougb from the other side, 
so the jouu would fie in th e m iddle and the 
log less liable to deca . The general rode 
in the woods one day and asked Sam if he 
had strictly fol owed his instructions. 
‘Ves, Marse George,” said he. "I tuns ’em 
over and m ortises ;es as you tells me." 
W ashington 
ave his horse’s reins to his 
body servant, w hoalw aysaceom pauied him, 
got down. sn atch ed under one of the logs 
with lits fingers, and found all the splinters 
running downward. 
"S am .” smit he, "yon have lied to rue: now 
take that.;” aud w hack went a stick over 
his shoulders. 
H e JL ain m ed t h e H o o f b l a c k . 
His bootblack had a sim ilar experience. It 
was his duty to polish the general’s huge 
boots all the way up to the legs evlry m orn­ 
ing and place them in front of tho cham ber 
door at a certain hour. 
" W hat did he do if they w eie not shined 
to snit him ?” asked Wise. 
"Fie lam m ed me over de bade wid ’em all 
through de hall. ’ was the reply. 
W ashington was a m agnificent judge of 
m en and hum an nature. 
In fi rm ing his cabinet W ashington furn­ 
ished au illustration of this faculty which 
he possessed above all men, and on which 
no w riter has dw elt with sufficient em ­ 
phasis. H am ilton aud Je erson were sum ­ 
moned to the cabinet, two hostile and irre­ 
concilable forces, which would have split 
any other cabinet but one presided over by 


W ashington in tw ain before it was six 
m onths old. W ith a deep insight into na 
tare. he brought these tw o m en together, 
always keeping the balance of power in 
his own bands, He assigned to one th e 
duty of regulating th e finances of the new 
governm ent aud to the other the contr’-I of 
its foreign affairs. A reversal of these posi­ 
tions would have proved fa ta l: b u tin each 
instance he out the rig h t m an in the right 
place. 
. 
, 
Jefferson was several tim es on the eve of 
resigning, but W ashington insisted on his 
rem aining in office, saying "he thought it 
im portant to preserve the check of Jeffer- 
80u’s opinions against the centralizing ideas 
of H am ilton: and surely no ground on 
which he could have p ut it was cabuiiatea 
to have a stronger influence w ith Jefferson. 
As to any m ovem ent tow ard monarchy. 
W ashington assured th e' latter th at he 
"would pour out the last drop of blood in 
his veins” before be would perm it any 
serious step in th a t direction. 
P a t r io tic a n d M a ch B e lo v e d . 
As well known, he was intensely patriotic, 
and believed th at as m uch public work 
should be done as possible w ithout rem un­ 
eration. as a duty. Consistent w ith these 
views he refused to receive th e $40,000 the 
State of V irginia offered him for surveying 
the line now followed bv the Chesapeake Sc 
Ohio canal. 
This, too, while his Mount 
Vernon 
estate 
was in a very bad way. 
He even refused to accept pay for his m ili­ 
tary services, and had advanced $65,000 
out of his own pocket for his personal ex­ 
penses and to m eet the needs of the secret 
service. He kept an account of this expen­ 
diture w ith the accuracy of a bank cashier, 
and would not accept a cent f om Congress 
beyond it though he was often nresse I for 
m oney, and had to borrow $2500 when he 
was elected president to discharge certain 
sm all ob’igations and pay his expenses to 
New York. 
Though he was an enorm ous eater, he 
often curtailed the expenses of his own 
table while he kept one crib of corn on each 
one of bis plantations for the po r ; and dur­ 
ing one year of scarcity fie a c tu -fly bought 
corn a t $1 a bushel for free distribution He 
also m aintained a boat ana seine for the use 
of his neighbors, and sent a m arket cart to 
A lexandria three tim esaw eek to get money 
for his charities. 
T h a t L o n e J o k e . 
T here is only one joke, as far as know n 
attributed to him by any 
of these bi­ 
ographers, It is said th a t on a dark day of 
the revolution he ran hts fingers about his 
neck ana rem arked th a t he wondeied how 
a rope would feel around it—a uijm joke 
indeed. 
In conclusion th e Sun says there is this 
explanation for the omissions of his biog­ 
raphers. 
Lord Erskine, the great English barrister 
and jurist, once addressed a letter to bim, 
in which he said: "I have a large acquain­ 
tance am ong the most valued and exalted 
classes of men, but you are the only hum an 
being for whom I ever felt an aw ful rever­ 
ence. ’ 
If fxird Erskine. who never saw W ashing­ 
ton. and who would naturally share some 
of the prejudices of Englishm en against 
him . bad "an aw ui reverence” for the luau, 
w hat m ust have been his influence upon 
those of his biographers who bad been 
brought directly in contact w ith him ?

second. O n th e co n trary , a tired bee hum s 
on E. and th erefo re, according to theory, 
v ib rates its w ings only 330 tim es in a 
second. 
M arcy b a s succeeded in con firm in g th ese 
n u m b ers g rap h ically . Ho fixed a fly so th a t 
th e tip of th e w ing ju st tou ch ed a cylinder, 
w h ich w as m oved by clockw ork.

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A Missing Brother’s Bequest. 
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CHAPTER I. 
HOW THU FEUD CAME TO BK.

T he State governm ent of K entucky was re­ 
luctan t to interfere, even if it could have 
done so for th e K entuckians of those days 
looked upon fam ily feuds as m atters w hich 
could be righ tfu lly settled only by those 
d irectly interested. 
T hus it was th at for more than a tw elve­ 
m onth already the war betw een tho tw o 
fam ilies had gone on, and was apparently 
no nearer an am icable settlem en t than at 
th e outset. 
Aud now a word as to how it all cam e 
about. The H artleys aud B rocklins were 
tw o old fam ilies w hich had com e to Ken 
tueky from North Carolina. 
Their ances­ 
tors. during tho revolution, had done good 
ligh ting for th eir country in tn e brave bands 
of th e noble Marion and hutnner. 
th ere 
had alw ays been great rivalry betw een the 
tw o 
fam ilies in everyth ing th at could 
inspire the feeling. 
As a natural result 
there had alw ays been a bitterness betw een 
them th at needed only a sligh t spark to 
kin dle the fire of open and deadly enm ity.

"W hat is one m an’s food is another m an ’s 
po son,” and no tw o m en have ever beon 
found to th rive on th e sam e diet. 
In m y 
ow n case (.though I know it is egotism to 
quote d i e s .-elf; I have been more than ordi­ 
narily successful for th e past six years by 
adhering to th e follow ing course. Training 
m ay 
be 
d ivided into 
tw o parts, q u ite 
distinct, 
yet 
both 
absolutely 
n eces­ 
sary for 
a 
successful 
ath letic 
carcer. 
T hey are condition and practice. 
Som e 
m en are so regular in th eir habits and w ho 
from follow ing the r business pursuits or 
from love of exercise are alw ays In good 
condition and iii th at state of health w hich 
nature intended every m an should be. But 
unfortunately th eie are very fow w ho can 
conveniently tak e the 
outdoor 
exercise 
necessary to keen them in condition, and 
hence it is requisite before ind ulgin g in 
ath letics to follow a course of what is called 
training. 
N othing is so injurious to on e’s 
con titution as contesting w hen not fit. 
The first step tow ards fitness is a m ild 
physicking, such as a sm all dose of epsom 
salts, three days after one blue pill, to be 
again follow ed in three days w ith another 
PII. D uring th at tim e no exercise should 
be taken, and special precautions should he 
taken against catching cold, 
lf a m an is on 
the heavy side he m ust 
IC (ln rz l l a W V lc h t G r a d u a l ly . 
This can be done by p u ttin g on a heavy 
w oollen jersey or "sw eater,” and tak in g 
plenty cf sharp but not violen t exercise. 
thus producing a perspiration. Then should 
follow a good rub down. 
Alcohol is a tine 
thing to rub down w ith, as It cleanses tho 
sk it and prevents a ch ill. 
After every e x ­ 
ercise clean garm ents should be worn n ex t 
the skin. 
Ii m ust he understood th at I am w riting 
for th e ever)-day novice, whom we w ill 
take for granted is at business w hich e n ­ 
gages him from 8 or ti a. in. un til .< or ti p. 
tit. He should r se in sum m er at 5.50 or ii, 
and in w inter att hour later, and sponge 
h im self w ell w ith plenty of cold w ater. 
After th e bath should follow a thorough 
ruii down w ith a rough tow el and horse 
hair gloves, and then dress leisurely.

advise 
any 
work 
before 
breakfast, 
but 
a 
short 
wa k 
of 
lo 
or 
25 
m in utes 
will 
nearly 
a lw a .s 
increase 
on e’s 
appetite 
for 
th e 
m orning rneai. T his shou d be of plain and 
w holesom e m enu, stale bread or toast, a 
little butler, plonty of m arm alade, 
an I 
ai out tw o cups of tea (E nglish breakfast) 
not too strong, is better than coffee as 
coffee has a tendency towards constipation, 
bacon and eggs boiled rare, or chops or 
beefsteaks. 
Discard all kin ds of 
lams, 
pastry and beans. 
O atm eal porridge taken 
w ith a cut) of m ilk an hour before break­ 
lis t is an ex cellen t tit! ng, but should only 
be taken once or tw ice a w eek. 
A little 
ripe truit after breakfast is very w h ole­ 
some. 
Breakfast finished, a short rest, and then 
a good walk. D on’t craw l, but w alk quickly 
Witu a good, free stride, ch est w ell e x ­ 
panded. and exercise th e arm s and sh ou l­ 
ders as m uch as possible. Then com es work 
till 12 or I o ’clock, w hich br n s th e ath lete 
to his m idday m eal, lamb, m utton beef, or 
fowl [boiled), varied odd days by fish-h a d ­ 
dock. soles and w hitin g are th e b est- a few 
potatoes (w ell boiled, but 
not m uch of 
tin rn', and a little w ell-cooked vegetables, 
follow d by a sm all quantity of light fari­ 
naceous pudding or stew ed fr u it 
A void all 
sauces or slops. 
A glass of 
U n l i t A le o r ii L i t t l e C la re t 
w ill do wonders toward digestion. G rea t’ 
care should be taken to thoroughly m asti­ 
cate every m orsel. 
A fter business com es a ligh t m eal, such as 
a c u d of tea, toast or stale b re a d , and a little 
bulter. Ii in good condition and under 
w eight, a lean ebon or a rare l»oiled egg w ill 
c o h o harm . 
Now com es th e m ost im por­ 
tant part ol the day. w hen the ath lete does 
bis souls. T he distance depends on w hat 
the ath lete is training for. 
H a t races are 
divided into three classes—sprint m edium 
aud long-distance. 
Sprints 
include IOO 
yard* to 44U yards, in c lu siv e : lo o yards is 
the favorite, and w ill be found on m ost ath ­ 
letic program m es. 
Bra Tice should begin bv running 80, 40 
or AO yarns at top speed tw ice or three tim es 
a night, carefu lly exten d in g the distance 
till the full course can i e done at best pace 
tw ice daily w ith out any exertion or latigue. 
Too niucii attention cannot he given to 
starting. T his should lie practised Half a 
dozen tim es each even in g in com pany w ith 
others, if possible. 
A friend, acting as 
starter by firiug caps, is necessary. 
In 
starting, 
th eir 
legs 
should 
not 
lie 
too 
far 
apart. 
A lw ays 
run 
on 
th e toes w ith as m uch elasticity as possible. 
A piece of cork cut egg shape should be beld 
tigh tly in each hand to fix tile m uscles of 
the chest. No harm can be done by running 
the full distance once a nigh t at full speed, 
provided th e appetite is good. Long w alks 
should 
he avoided 
as th ey stiffen th e 
m uscles of the legs and m ake a man slow. 
T hese rules hold good up to 150 yards, 
after w hich more work is required in order 
to give stam ina. 
In these races keep your 
eves on th e tape. Run as straight as an ar­ 
row, m aking every incli a w inning post. 
IV hen training for the quarter, w inch com es 
Nnxt in T o n u la r lt y to 
h e IOO Y i r i h , 
a fair am ount of w a d in g exercise m ay bo 
indulged in w ith safety. 
If strong, th e 
w hole distan ce m ay be run pretty often. 
Take au occasional spin of 600 yards to get 
stayin g powers, practice stylo and speed for 
about 500 or -IOO vards, tw ice or three tim es 
a w e e k ; also try an odd 2 2 0 yards or so. 
T he quarter, better known as 440 Y ards, 
is considered bv know ing ones to be th e 
severest of all, y et it is not un til th e last 
IOO or 150 yards th at th e "pinch” com es, 
and it requires great nerve and determ ina­ 
tion to run this rare out. 
The quarter re 
quires more speed than th e half m ile, so 
th at point m ust be attended to. 
For th e half m ile th e am ount of w ont is 
greater. 
It re m ires more w alking. Quar­ 
ters should be practised occasionally, som e­ 
tim es running as far as I OO yards. T he 
follow ing table may be of service to begin 
liers: M onday. OOO yards at hest 
pa e; 
Tuesday, a half m ile at even pace; W ednes­ 
day. a fast lu au yards; Thursday, a quarter 
at m edium pace, finishing w ithout a spurt, 
w ith a good free sw inging stride w ll on 
th e toes; Friday, 500 yards, running th e 
first 25o yards fast and tile rem aining 
slower. 
If the race is to take place on th e 
follow ing day an hour’s w alk on Friday 
even ing tv ll be of more benefit than any 
running exercise. 
On leavin g the training ground each ev en ­ 
ing. a w alk of tw o or three m iles should be 
taken, then a sligh t repast and into the 
arms of M orpheus by IO o ’clock. 
A L iiiic a u d C a rri ii P r e p a r a tio n 
is required for th e m ile, to get the legs and 
w ind accustom ed to th e work. R unning 
should, of course, take place every even ing, 
doing the fu ll distance slow ly, till the wind 
ami pace im proves, m aking the pace faster 
day after day un til the m ile can be run in 
good tim e. 
W. G. G eorge, ex-am ateur cham pion and 
professional m ile cham pion of the world, 
w h o b o lu s th e w onderful 
boston recor ” 4 
m inutes 12 * seconds for the m ile, says: 
"For th is distance conim ene* by running 
every other day about one m ile and half 
slow ly (about half speed , then have a cold 
bath and a good shaip rub-down. For the 
interm ed ate days take a good long five 
to 
lo 
m iles’ 
w alk 
(the 
best 
tim e 
for 
these 
and 
all 
your 
exercises 
is 
about 
3.80 
o ’clock 
in th e afternoon, 
but if this tim e is not convenient do th em 
after your business in th e evening.) Con­ 
tinue th is work till you have reduced som e 
of the superfluous flesh, w hich w ill take 
about 14 days, then start your re I work, 
viz: Run about half to three-quarters of a 
m ile on M ondays. W ednesdays and Batur- 
days, fairly fast; Tuesdays one aud a half 
m ile, slow ly, and the rem ainin g days run a 
Quarter twic e; th e first slow ly, tho second 
fast. 
A lw ays 
endeavor in 
practice to 
iud 
in 
good 
form , 
viz: 
D on ’t 
carry 
your 
arms 
too high 
or 
th e 
reverse, but let them hang loosely and n a t­ 
urally. 
A lw ays bring your knees up as 
high as possible In trout of tho body. 
Do 
not tflrow your legs ou t further behind 
than necessary; alw ays run on your toes 
and keep your feet straight. 
After about 
14 days of th is work you w ill be tit. 
Run 
your trial at least four days before tho day 
of ' our ra e. and have at least ono day’s 
rest before th at event. 
D on’t run more 
than one trial. N ever neglect havin g a 
good rub-down and 
bath atter all your 
w ork.” 
Sim ilar work is required in longer dis­ 
tances. such as from tw o up to ten m iles. 
Increase the am ount of work in proportion 
to the distance of th e race. 
The more 
w alking exercise you take the lette r . 
In 
fact, it is aim st im possible to take too 
m uch. 
At th e sam e tim e, th e greatest d is­ 
tance run should not exceed seven or eigh t 
m iles. Only once should the full distance 
ba covered, and th at should be by a trial not 
less than IO or 
T w e lv e D i y i B e fo r e tile R a c e . 
In tend of practising running for a long 
race lik e this, get your w ind and condition 


up as high as possible, and reserve all your 
energy for the day of th e race. G reat care 
is necessary not to ov< rtax one s self, and 
xx less a m an is gifted w ith great strength 
and staying power, th ese are races hest left 
alone. 
Before and aft* r practices, aud on 
going to bed. be sure to have a good rub all 
over w ith a rough towel. 
A lterations and corrections can be m ade 
bv each one to su it circum stances and in- 
div d u a liik es and dislikes. 
Any man w ho 
has been thorou lily trained w ill tell you 
that it was the happiest tim e of his life, 
N ever exercise im m ed iately afterm eal* as 
it is lik ely to bring on ind igestion or m ake 
one stale. 
From w hat I have said it w ill bo seen th at 
m y table of d iet is a liberal ono. hut it m u st 
be understood that it is m eant tor tho 
am ateur w ho follow s rutin ng or ath letics 
a 
a source of pleasure; but th e m an w ho 
gives h s w hole tim e to training, w ith a 
view of w inn ing 
som e 
very im portant 
events, such as champions!! pa, a far stricter 
diet

C hicago, May 12.—Strange disclosures 
follow ed ton ight when it w as announced 
th at N athan Corwith. Sr., has boon very ill 
in th is cit valid that his death m igh t occur 
at any m inute. 
Corw th, a year ago. w as th e richest lead 
m erchant iii America, if not in the world. 
T he approach of death caused inquiries, 
w hich resulted In obtaining th e heretofore 
unknow n story of his sudden descent to 
poverty, as told by one of lits form er asso- 
ciates.

I he supposition has been that Corwith s 
gigan t c failure in business was solely the 
result of an ill-tim ed attem pt to corner tile 
lead supply of tho world. 
As now revealed, 
the real reason was alm ost a repetition of 
the plot in tile play of th e "H enrietta.” 
E x County Com m issioner Donnersberger, 
w ho exam ined iho hooks of CL rw ith after 
Die failure, is the source of the new infornta- 
tion.

Young Corwith was at the tim e a m etal 
broker iii N ew York, and 
induced th e 
father 
to 
believe

clu sive inform ation regarding 
plans of 
tile 
French 
copper 
syndicate 
us 
to 
lead. 
Corwith senior was in poor h ealth 
and allow ed the son unusual leew ay. U ntil 
th e actual collapse was reached Corwith 
b elieved th at ho had an enorm ous quantity 
of lead oil hand ms paid for. w hen the fact 
was th at th e lead purchased had been 
already sold and the proceeds utterly wiped 
out by young Corwith’s operations. 
Donnersberger and other close friends of 
the elder < orw ith were called to Now R ork 
and, closely analyzing til© hooks and trac ng 
up consignm ents, di covered th e real state 
ot affairs. 
Young Corwith w as p lated in 
confin em en t by the investigators, but after­ 
ward released and th** father shouldered 
the burden, m aking w hatever 
paym ent 
wa* possible.

T he ailm en t from w hich old N athan Cor­ 
w ith has been suffering, th e doctors say, is 
heart trouble.

R u t l a n d, V t., May 3 .—T ile im pending 
extinction of th e rem nants of th e once ex ­ 
tensive forests of Verm ont does not in the 
least dam pen th e ardor of our practical lum ­ 
berm en. T he yearly output piom ises to be 
but little under the average season, though 
the annual and progressive declin e iii qual­ 
ity, particularly of Hie better grades, is 
more sharply m arked than ever before aud 
is especially significant of tile fast nearing 
tim e w hen th e dom estic production of tile 
m ost useful woods w ill cease. Those Pest 
versed in th e status of tile trade say that 
though th e pitio is going fast, the hem lock 
r e d u c e s of the State nave been less at­ 
tacked and w ill hold out 20 years, at the 
present rate of consum ption. 
T he lum berm an’s year ends when others 
begin—at th e 
first 
decided 
advance of 
spring, H eavy spring floods aud a plenty 
of tiiem are Ins prayers at th is tim e, for a 
failure of the usual freshets may render 
null his m onths of labor aud preparation in 
som e sections. 
The lum berm an is as much 
a creature of th e w eather as th e farmer. 
There are tim es when no am ount of care or 
forethought cen prevent fisses from un­ 
favorable 
m eteorological 
changes. 
Tho 
driving season is an anxious tim e for alt in­ 
terested in lum ber, as on the good or ill suc­ 
cess n gett ng /ufficieut m aterial down the 
several stream s and tributaries lo m anufac­ 
turing points depends a \ ast am ount of cor­ 
related labor. Tile past w inter, though a 
m ild one, has been in the m ain fairly favor­ 
able for active opei ations in th e woods, aud 
there is no especial reason to fear the hoped- 
for rise of waters w ill be long w ithheld. 
In som e places lum ber cu ttin g is carried 
on 
continuously 
throughout

year, 
especially w here large m ills have

I em u ck, 
pine 
and 
hard 
woods 
are 
indiscrim inately 
lolled and brought to th e saw. 
B ut in 
m any cases the cu ttin g of each kind is 
m ade a s Darate job. 
Pine and hard woods 
are by preference cu t in w inter, as from the 
absence of sap th e lum ber seasons more 
readily and is of better quality. A system 
of contracts preva is 
alm ost exclu sively 
am ong the lum ber workers 
Tho "jobbers” 
or contractors are practical m en, and the 
various operat ions in th eir charge are con­ 
ducted w ith sk ill and care. 
The tedium of cam p life in w inter isgreat. 
and the availab le am usem ents are lim ited 
to occasional gam es o f ’’high -low ” and the 
perusal of th e kind of periodical literature 
th at is com m only printed on pink paper. 
Gam e is soon driven out of th e neighbor­ 
hood by th e noise of operations, so that the 
opportunities for diversions are still further 
curtailed.

W hen in th e woods laborers are 
naid from $ 26 to $35 a m onth and board. 
Team s are also paid $2.50 to $3 a dav, also 
"found.” T hese figures are at present con­ 
sidered very satisfactory, and are q u ite an 
advance on those of recent years.

TERRIBLE FIGHT FOR LIFE. 


C lergym an W ho 
Choked a P an ther to 


D eath in th e M aine W oods—Clothing 


in Shreds, Lim bs B leeding. 


J ew e tt C it y , Conn., May 12.—Here, in 
a neat little cottage standing upon the 
bank of the Q uinebaug, a stream w hich 
turns thousands of spindles in Congress­ 
m an R ussell’s protective district, lives a 
man who su ccess.ully com bated a ferocious 
panther single handed. I here is probably 
no hunter livin g w ho has fought a beast of 
the forest at such terrible odds as did ho. 
and there have l>eon no tale* related more 
thrillingly interesting than that told by 
Rev. Sam uel McKeovxn to a G lobe cor­ 
respondent. 
I his reverend gentlem an , now partially 
X)araly/ed and com paratively helpless iii 
the seventieth year of his age. was possessed 
of great physical strength and activity in 
his earlier years, w hich w ere devoted to 
hunting in th e province of N ew Brunswick. 
his boyhood hom e 
and in th 
w ilds of 
Maine. 
Ile was known throughout tho 
country as tho 'Strong man of the province, 
w im was never bested in a w resth n ; bout,” 
ii hen about 20 years of age he set out one 
attorning, witn a sm all dog and a Ringie-bar- 
relied shotgun, to hunt partridges along the 
Maine irontier. 
F inding little gam e he 
wandered a considerable distance into th e 
forest depths. Billow ing an old and fam iliar 
trail. At length he approached a gigantic 
tree, some of whose ponderous branches 
wore scarcely higher than a m an's head, 
ami when w ithin at>oiit th ec rods of the 
great trunk he was startled by the sudden 
swaying of th e bouth* above. 
A lm ost at 
the sam e instant there shot out of tile thick 
leaves what appeared to be a huge rubber 
ball which cam e bounding along, but w hich 
proved to be a pan tiler. 
Although panthers were occasionally m et 
in the deep forests of th at region, Mr. Mc- 
Keown had never before seen one. and did 
not at first realize th e form idable nature of 
tho beast w inch had appeared so suddenly. 
But It required un protracted gaze to take 
in the situation. 
The fiery eyes, ih ed ilated 
nostrils, and tho

slight protection against so form idable a 
foe, M cKcown snatched the ligh t gun to 
his shoulder, fired iii random , dropped the 
weapon and ran lik e a deer rn tho direction 
oi his home. 
Whon he had m ade perhaps a quarter of 
a m ile at a trem endous rate or speed w ith ­ 
out looking backw ard, M cK eowu ventured 
to halt suddenly amt tak e a glim pse. 
H ie 
panther, uninjured, but terribly infuriated 
by the shot was in close pursuit 
It had 
stopped t * dispose of the dog w hich, truo to 
his master, had defied th e neast to m ortal 
comi at anti laid lost. 
After tearing that 
faithful anim al into a lifeless mass, the 
panther hastily proceeded after Mc Reown. 
I lie latter’s sudden stop wan his salvation, 
as the boast was running w ith such velocity 
that when it sprang at the frightened man 
it mis adu lated tho distance and passed 
com pletely over ins head. th e hind cia s 
ot Hie anim al rcnt'iig tho clothing from his 
shoulder on its passage. 
lo e sia n o b y flight was now im possible, 
aud, w ithout even so m uch as a pocket- 
km le the young hunter grasped th e situa­ 
tion, saw bis opportunity, and took it. The 
panther struck the ground in front of him 
all in a heap, ami M cK eowu th iow him self 
upon the furious boast lik e a lightning's 
flash, pinning t w ith its nose to th e earth. 
M cKeowu 
realized th at so long as the 
pantlmr could be kept in th at position the 
advantage was his, but should tim anim al 
succeed 'ii turning upon its back he would 
be qhom bow elled by its sharp claw s in a 
moment. 
Gripping tho anim al upon tim back of its 
nm k with one baud and clu tch in g its back 
with the other. M cK eowu ex cited all his 
prodigious strength to keep it to the earth, 
striving at the sam e tim e lo 
C hok o (h o M a d d e n e d f in it e 
into insensibility. 
T he struggle was a ter­ 
rible one. Tho anim al fairly ploughed up 
th e ground in its frantic efforts to escape 
and to turn upon its assailant. 
Fiercer and 
fiercer 
waged 
the 
battle. 
M cK eow n’s 
Plus*des began to w eaken and it be an to 
look om inous for him . 
M cKeowu grew w eaker and w eaker, and 
finally, as a lust resort, he made a super­ 
hum an effort, cast the beast to the ground, 
released his hold, and ag rin dashed away at 
full speed. 
The panther pulled itself to­ 
gether, however, anfl dashed after its op­ 
ponent. 
After another terrific race, into 
w hich he threw all the excited powers of 
his ath letic tram©, M cKeowu was again 
forced, from sheer exhaustion, to h alt sud­ 
denly. 
Again, strange to say, tho pursuing 
anim al vaulted com pletely over him . and 
again McKuown threw him self upon its 


With both hands lie clutched the panther 
about tho throat in a grip of iron, w hich the 
frenzied fear and excitem en t of the mo­ 
m ent had given him, and again the terrible 
com bat was renewed. It was a battle to the 
finish th is tim e, and it re mired the utm ost 
tension of his biaw ny chest and m uscular 
I nibs for M oKeown to keep the prostrate 
brute beneath him. W hen one hand be­ 
cam e w eak lrom th e desperate strain upon 
tile anim al’s throat the rn ensure was con­ 
tinued w ith the other, and despite its m ost 
violent and fearfully prolonged struggles. 
lie kept Iiis vise like grit) until he literally 
choked the anim al to death. 
A fter partially recovering from hts e x ­ 
haustion. with his clothing torii into rib­ 
bons. his lim bs bleeding, aud all d rip p in g 
w ith w est, M oKeown m ade his way hom e 
and told his story 
T he neighbors for m iles 
around gathered to bear his account of the 
fearm l encounter, and the skin and claw s 
of the anim al were rem oved as trophies. 
Lying upon tho floor ot M cK eown’s little 
parlor in th is village is tile fam ous skin. 
and. although hall a century’s wear and 
tear have left it hairless, it still rem ains a 
th ing of beauty in the eyes of the reverend 
old gentlem en, w hile visitors after hearing 
its history, see beauty in it, too.

son river academy. This is not true. 
Take tin* infantry branch of the service. 
T his contains 25 regim ents of 10 com panies 
each, w ith three held officers to each regi­ 
m ent, 250 captains, JOO first lieutenants 
and 250 second lieutenants. This m akes 
875 officers, all told. 363 of w hich are grad­ 
uate* of W est Voint, and 513 are from the 
arm y, the ranks ana civil life. In some of 
tim regiment* there is not a captain who 
cam e from West P o in t Of the IO colonels 
of cavalry, only four are graduates of tho 
Point, and of the 25 
infantry colonels 
l l are graduates 
There are

grade of lieutenant, colonels, lieutenant- 
colonels, majors and captains, and f..; only 
are graduates, the balance. 114, having 
risen from the ranks or come from civil life. 
Thirty-lour of the arlillerv officers, above 
lieutenant, out of 85. are graduates, and of 
the 325 infantry officers above lieutenant. 
only 35 are from W est Point. The tru th 
about the m atter is th a t most of our older 
officers are from the war. having obtained 
their commissions at tile close of the re­

The are thinning out gradually, though, 
and before m any years it will be a rarity 
to find even one of tho-*© veterans on the 
active list.

lfDuring the hostile days. w hen indians 
were w atching every opportunity to kill a 
w hite man. there was not so m uch fun in 
soldiering for Sib a m onth, but now th at the 
redskins are penned up on reservations, and 
almost incapable of doing harm , there is 
little for the soldier’s time. except guard 
duty, target practice and getting as much 
fun out of the situation as possible, 'i he 
term of service is only tire years, aud at the 
end of this there aw aits him a good reuud 
sum in hard cash for retained pay. clothing, 
money, etc., which is handed over the day 
of las discharge. Again, supposing a m an 
enlists in New York and is sent to a regi­ 
m ent in Oregon. 
VS hen his tim e is up and 
bis discharge m ade out. he is entitled to 
transportation back to the place of his en­ 
listm ent. or the cost of the sam e, which is 
paid him in ready money. 
The daily routine of duty is about as fol­ 
lows: Reveille roll call is sounded at sun­ 
rise. Then all the enlisted m en form in 
front of their respective company quarters 
or barrack buildings aud answ er to their 
nam es, which are called by tho first ser­ 
geant of the company. The first sergeant 
reports the rem it of the roll-call to his com­ 
pany officer, the latter reports it to the of­ 
ficer of the day. who, standing in the centre 
of the parade ground, receives all the ri - 
pm ts from all Die companies, which he in 
tu rn hands over to tile eommafidiug officer 
later on during office hours. All enlisted 
m en are requested to attend these calls ex­ 
ecuting those specially excused, and should 
they absent them selves w ithout just cause 
or authority, a garrison court m artial is the 
rem it, or probably *2 or *:< tim*, or perha; a 
IO days or so in the guard house.

every facility is given to gardening, the 
consequence of which is an abundance of 
vegetables in season, and all for little or no 
CQst to the company, lf stationed in a coun­ 
try where gam e is abundant, the m en live 
high. as a m atter of course 
At ti a. rn. is 
given sick all. when th eiam e, the bait and 
th e blind, not already in th e hospital, and 
who are in need of medical attendance, re­ 
port to th e surgeon in charge aud have 
their several ills attended to. 
Shrewd fellows who w ant to get out from 
some drill or detail often try “to work tho 
doctor.” as it is said, aud endeavor to hood­ 
wink him into giving them an exouse flora 
duty. The hospital, too. has the finest of 
table fare, even to delicacies, and some 
•'bum m ers” play sick for nothing else in 
the world but to get an opportunity of liv­ 
ing high for a few days. At 7 o’clock fat! ue 
call is sounded, and the different working 
parties are assigned to their several duties. 
Between 8 aud it the first call for guard 
m ount is heard. This is a beautiful cere­ 
mony, and in reality inaugurates the new 
m ilitary day. as an entire change of the 
guard details is made, the new m en m arch­ 
ing on duty and relieving th e old guard of 
its 24 hour* of watching. 
A fter th e m ount there is a drill for an 
hour or two. All the officers and m en who 
are not otherw ise employed attend tho drill, 
when ti e privates are instructed in the 
luau aa I of arm s, tactical m ovem ents, aud

rom all duty is announced by the orderly 
Bigler a i about 11.30 o’clock. Then comes

Pantom im e Trick Never 
Before 
E x p la in e d -Two 
O ther Be­ 
rn t r i a b l e Stage Illusions. 
[New York World.] 
One of the m ost am using and astonishing 
of pantom im e tricks ever originated was 
th a t of tile ta t m an, whiclt was done by the 
Ravels. One of the actors in the pantom im e 
sits at a table and ravenously eats dish after 
dish of food th a t a servant brings to him . 
Presently the m an who, like m ost ravenous 
eaters, was rath er thin and scrawny, begins 
to grow plum p. His clothes tit him snugly. 
His w aistcoat steadily swells out under the 
very eyes of th e audience. All the w hile he 
is eating like a rausago m achine. In a few 
m inutes he has grow n to be a giant, eight 
or nine feet tall aud w ith the proportions of 
an inflated balloon. 
The sight alway* brought forth roars of 
laughter. It is com paratively easy to pro­ 
duce it after you know bow. The ioodeaten 
is all “property food," m ade of tissue paper, 
th a t the actor chews up into little balls aud 
takes out of his m outh whenever occasion 
offers. 
His clothes are all of rubber and m ade to 
fit air tig h t around the wrists and neck. In 
sitting down he puts the heel of one boot 
over a little trap in the stage. An assistant 
below im m ediately couples a tube running 
/rom a bellows to a hole in the boot heel. 
Then he blows him up. It m ust be a rather 
unpleasant sensation to the actor to feel 
th a t he is nothing more than a w in d b ag ; 
but actors are m ade to suffer. By the tim e 
th a t the suit has grown so big th at the in­ 
habitant has to have a lantern to move 
around in it the wind supply is cut off and 
the boot heel plugged up. Then, bv an in­ 
genious arrangem ent of springs undei the 
actor's feet the height is acquired. 
T here is a beautiful chance iii this trick 
for some practical 
oke-loving property 
m an to blow rn gas th at would lift the un­ 
fortunate actor off his feet and send him 
sailing 
about over the 
heads of the 
audience. 
"Tho sm ashed clown” is another w ell­ 
know n tricK of form er years th a t has never 
been explained. A big m illstone falls on a 
clown, and when it is lifted up the clown is 
picked up flattened out as thin as a pancake. 
Ho is insensible and is placed on a table; 
another actor places the nozzle of a bellows 
iii his m outh and gradually inflates him to 
his norm al size, when the clown jum ps off 
the table and is him self again. 
The trick requires deft work and consid­ 
erable m achinery. The m illstone is hollow. 
of course, aud has a spring trap iii the bot­ 
tom, so th a t w hen it falls it takes the clown 
into it. At the same tim e a trap in the 
stage opens and lets him down. Tho dum m y 
clown, all flattened out. is placed on the 
trap and it is sw ung back to its place under 
the m illstone. T he actor m eanw hile lays 
him self out at length on another trap th a t 
rises up above the stage to the top of the 
e dum m y is placed. Oi 
outline of the clown’s body is exposed abovo 
tile table. 
Tile dum m y drops down on 
another trap behind it, and as it goes the 
body of the real clown is slowly raised above 
the table to give the effect of being filled 
out by the bellows. 
A nother trick is th at of a big m an stand 
ing up in a nonchalant sort of a way, whilo 
aly

pose of his dinner so “annoys the big m an 


another m an dives head first through his 
stom ach. This trifling w ith the calm ro- 


tb a t he prom ptly turns into a steam boat 
and puffs out his disgust in clouds of smoke. 
It would bo alm ost impossible to m ake 
any one hut a stage m echanic understand 
the com plicated workings of the trick. A 
trick back net is used, so th at when the 
little m an dives through him the big man 
can be lifted up horizontally to the rear, so 
th at his clothes and h i s head rem ain i i i the 
sam e position, and 
to the audience he 
seems not to have moved. 
As soon as ho begins to he a steam boat he 
is jerked out of sight through toe back 
scene, and the steam boat comes up in sec­ 
tions to a trap inside his clothes, fall over 
them and pulls out liko a telescope until it 
becomes a river steam er w ith its decks full 
of people, who are shot up to their places 
by spring traps. The sm oke is easily brought 
by a pipe from under th e stage. It requires 
35 stago hands to work the trick, and they 
don’t have m uch tim e for loafing, either.

H o w to B ore a H ole in a Pm.

Place a pin in tho end of a cork, in each 
side of which a penknife has been inserted 
obliquely. Tho knives should be as nearly 
as possible of equal w eight,

one or the other of them more or less they 
eau be m ade to balance. 
In order to bring them to the exact posi­ 
tion re q u ire d -th a t is. to bring the pin, the 
cork and the knives to a horizontal position 
—place the head of th e pin on the end of 
your finger and ascertain lf the two knives 
are on the same level, lf not, adjust them 
until they are so. 
Thou take the cork in your hand and lay 
the stem of the pin on the point of a needle. 
the head of which is fastened in the cork of 
a bottle. 
You m ust carefully chango the 
point of support of the pin until you have 
found th at position in which it remains per­ 
fectly horizontal when left to itself. 
Now blow iii on one of the penknives, at 
first gently and then more strongly. \o u 
will thus cause the whole to rotate rapidly. 
After a tim e th e needle, being the harder, 
will have worn a tiny hole in the pin, aud if 
you continue the experim ent will finally 
pierce .t entirely. 
The experim ent can also be m ade by plac­ 
ing the pin in a cork in the direction of its 
axis while the needle penetrates it perpen­ 
dicularly. 'Die equilibrium is then obtained 
by m eans of two forks, as in the experim ent 
of the egg. __________

DETECTIVE WORL 


Lucky Men Are the Ones 
Who Win Success. 


Important Part Played by Chance i i 


Capturing Criminals. 


Two Good Stories Taken from a Live 


Detective’s Own Lips. 


[New York Son.] 
If I had the selection of a corps of detec­ 
tives, I should pick out m en who are know n 
as lucky. Certain m en are thus character­ 
ized, and the term properly belongs to them . 
C ertainly other m en are unlucky, aud the 
term also properly belongs to them . I have 
worked alongside of officers who w ere as 
sharp aud keen as m en ever become, who 
wore persevering and tireless, who had the 
pluck of a warrior and the patience of a 
slave, and yet they were “dow n on their 
lu c k .” as the saying goes; th a t is, the big 
things passed them by and fell into the 
hands of others. 
In detective work one 
m ust have courage and judgm ent. 
He 
m ust know hum an n ature pretty well. He 
m ust be fairly shrew d and sharp, lf he is 
w orking a blind trail, the rest m ust be left 
to luck. 
And th e luck and ill luck of detective life 
is som ething wonderful. The luck we hear 
of every day. The ill luck is suppressed as 
m uch as possible. In th e m onth of June, 
1867, I was spending a few days w ith rela­ 
tives of m ine on a farm near Oberlin, O. I 
had been in detective business about five 
years.

theless tile town of N antes was authorized 
by royal ordinance to inscribe it on his 
statue. T hen the sons of G eneral Michol 
claim ed th a t the words were used by their 
father. But. in fact, the spirited m ot was 
invented by one Rougemont, and published 
two days atter the battle li\ lTndependent. 
H arel was also in the habit of putting a joke 
or witticism into circulation by connecting 
it w ith some celebrity on th e chance of 
reclaim ing it if it took. 
T he F rench have a delight in m ots; no 
event seems to them com plete w ithout one, 
and they eagerly catch u p every invention. 
T he Abbe Edgew orth frankly acknow l­ 
edged to Lord H olland th a t he had never 
m ade the fam ous invocation to Louis XVI. 
on the scaffold, "Son of St. Louis, ascend to 
heaven.” It wa3 invented for him on the 
evening of the execution by the editor of a 
newspaper. Sieyes indignantly denied th at 
w hen the fate of Louis XVI. was p u t to the 
vote he exclaim ed, "L a m ort—sans phrase” ; 
or that, w hen asked w hat he did during the 
reign of terror, he m ade answer, "J'a i vecu” 
(“I lived.”) 
But the French is not th e only nation 
w hich has invented historical speeches, 
B itt’s celebrated reply to W alpole, begin­ 
ning, "T he atrocious crim e of boing a yonug 
m an.” is well known to have been iii re­ 
ality composed by Dr. Johnson, who was 
not even present when the actual reply was 
spoken; and H orne Took© w rote the speech 
inscribed on th e pedestal of Beokford’s 
statue at G uildhall purporting to be the 
reply extem porized by the spirited m agis­ 
trate to George ill. 
Talleyrand was continually having cred­ 
ited to him the good things said of other 
people. He was often m uch astonished by 
these com plim ents to his genius, but if he 
liked the saying he assum ed its responsibil­ 
ity w ithout h esitatio n . His paternity of 
Hie famous “ It is th e beginning of tho en d ” 
is doubted by Fournier. Tho still more 
famous "Speech was given to man to con­ 
ceal his thoughts” was assigned to 'lalley - 
rand in the "N ain J aune” by Harel, who in 
this case was not only a forger, but a thief, 
because, as the author of a eulogy on Vol­ 
taire, he m ust b are known th a t the latter 
wrote "Men em ploy speech only to conceal 
th eir thoughts.•’ and th at* indeed, the 
phrase can be traced as far back as Cato.

The first design is for a 
C h i l d 's F a n c y C a p . 
W ith starlight zephyr germ antow n and 
bone or steel hook th e head of this cap is 
worked in plain double crochet and the 
tu rn over brim in coffee bean stitch. 
Begin with 8."> chain, or a sufficient length 
to go around the head of the child for whom 
th e cap is in ten d ed ; join round. 
W ork in doub e cr d i e t round and round 
continually, taking up back part of stitch 
till M rounds are fin! hod. Afterwards^de- 
crease three stitches in every ound, at al­ 
tern ate interi als. till the cap is brought to 
a point at the top 
For the brim 
Holding the cap the right 
side tow ards you, do a row of double crochet 
st tcho- into the comme ncing chain. 5oin 
now at the end of every round and turn the 
work and recom m ence the next round w ith 
one or two chains.

Second round—Coffee 
bean

This pretty little shirt will take about a 
skein of tliree-tliread Starlight Saxony, a 
pair of bone needles No. l l . It should m eas­ 
ure about l l inches in length. 
Commence for Hie sleeve by casting on 48 
st i tell es. 
First row—4 plain, seam 4 and repeat. 
Second row —Ti e same. 
Third row -Seam 4, 4 plain, and repeat. 
Fourth row—The same. 
Repeat these four rows till 20 rows are 
knitted. The Slime pattern is continued 
through the shirt. 
At the end of the tw entieth row cast on 
48 stitches for front of shirt. 
Twenty-fi st row—12 olain. then kn it in 
pattern to end of needle, and cast on an­ 
om er -i8 stit hes for back of shirt. There 
should now he i i t stitches on the needle.

Onyx, silver and wood m ade another very 
handsom e handle, the translucent veining 
of the onyx together w ith its Holt delicate 
tints of w hite, ye low and rose being height­ 
ened in effect by the etched silver band 
which connected it w ith th e corrugated 
stick above. 
The silver handles and knobs are very 
beautifully w rought, though the favoriie 
design seems to be the som ew hat heavy and 
M iin alv c L o o k i n g F lu te d N hapei 
in

modifications. 
Knobs and 
crooks are the m ost useful shapes for th e 
handles of um brellas, and knobs w ith spiral 
flutings alternating w ith rows of bosses 
also spirally arranged, is one of the m ost 
pleasing shapes. Spirited designs in bas 
relief show ing plant and anim al form s are 
also m ade, but are not so popular as the 
others. Of the latter, m ost large houses 
keep a supply on hand ready to be attached 
to any um brella top desired, 
In wooden handles one finds carved box­ 
wood and ebony, boxwood of natural color 
or browned, w ith silver trim m ings, and 
bamboo sticks decorated in the same way. 
Acacia wood is sm ooth, takes a high polish, 
and is beautifully m ottled in light olive 
green and law n color, m aking a very hand­ 
some stick for many colors. The “witzel” 
stick is of brown wood, looking som ething 
like cherry, the slender stem s, with their 
bark left on, being knotted a t the end to 
form bandies of odd shapes. 
The most 
charm ing characteristic of this wood. how­ 
ever, is its delicate perfume, som ething I ke 
“sw eet grass.” which indians use in m aking 
baskets, which it is said to retain always. 
A m ahogany stick had a l uted knob at 
the end of old ivory, w ith the rich brown 
shades of the wood show ng in the grooves 
Of tho handle. 
\ ery effective comoiu tions 
appear also in the use of two woods in one 
handle by inlaying, olive, green ebony, 
partridge, Snakewood, H ungarian ash and 
horn being m ost use t. 
Some m anufae urers show new shaper in 
shades with graceful double curves, which 
zi n a high point at the top and a droop at 
the lower edge while gathers between tho 
rips extend irom the edge up towards Hie 
top. These shapes are m ounted in a great 
variety of silks, including 
Ol-I R o s e , I* I are o n I tlu e 
and other dainty colorings. These arc over­ 
laid and bordered with lace of the same or 
contrasting colors. W hite silk is used with 
adm irable effect in com bination w ith very 
delicately tinted lace. w ith an alm ost invis­ 
ible suggestion of gold and silver thread 
running through it. These tops are m ounted 
on sticks of w hite enam el, finished w ith 
w hite horn ferules. 
Among new’ s tides seen in the stock of a 
large dealer were some of red silk, the cover 
being one m ass of the popular needlework 
known as “sm ocking,"com bined with flat 
pullings; while another style had a pointed 
star of the ‘sm ocking’’ surroun lug the tip 
of the shade and extending down on the 
ribs over the plain silk cover beneath. A 
very effective shade was of red arm ure silk, 
brocaded w.th a small, scroli-like figure iii 
olive green w ith touches of gold thread. 
Many handsom e parasols have elaborate 
handles, like those described above with 
plain silk covers in some rich shades, the 
handles being decorated w ith heavy silk 
tassels to m atch. L ittle cases to m atch 
come w ith all the new shades, to be put on 
when they are furled. 
A plain dark green shade of rich silk had 
a natural wood birch stick,w ith the shin ng 
bark left on. ribbon and heavy tassel to 
m atch th e cover, and a lovely fluted knob 
of dres'len china, the flute I sides be ng of 
the same dark green.w ith lines of gold and 
the end showing a dainiy picture of shep­ 
herds and shepherdesses and ri ses iii trm- 
dresden style. Another, equally handsome, 
had an odd cover of changeable silk in navy 
blue and bright golden brown, the knot of 
ribbon on the fluied brown and yellow h an ­ 
dle shaded from the blue to the brown, and 
the head was of dresden china in blue and 
gold. Each part fitted into the whole like 
the bits of a mosaic, and th e result was "a 
periect beauty.”

of a shade was 
plain silk in a r ch dark terra cotta shade, 
with a handle of c oisonee work in pre­ 
cisely the same shade of red. with gold 
traceries and pale blue flowers. The whole 
was extrem ely ‘ fetching ” 
H orizontal stripes rage and are in all pos­ 
sible colors. An oddity has the alternate 
sections of pongee color and navy blue re­ 
spect! vtdy. A black and w hite in horizon­ 
tal stripes had a plain 
B l a c k E b o n y H a n d le . 
ending in a handsom e fluted knob of oxi­ 
dized silver. A gray and black stripe in 
moire had a jet-beaded handle. This was 
an im ported French shade, w ith all the ribs 
inside, neatly covered w ith black silk. They 
do things th a t way on the other side. The 
"La Tosca” shades have very long handles 
aud sm all shades, so that, when furled, they 
resem ble canes. 
J ace shades are about the same in stand­ 
ard black and white. But silk shades, es­ 
pecially those of moire, are trim m ed with 
the lace in a new way. 't being gathered on 
to form a flat puff, either in a border about 
th e shade or iu a star-shaped design a t the 
top. A w hite moire, for exam ple, had the 
star a t top of tho shade, also Hie pointed 
border, of w hite blonde lace, w ith a white 
handle ending in a gold knob and decorated 
With w hite silk cords and tassels. 
One of the cleverest inventions we have 
seen in a long tim e is tn a t of the detachable 
parasol handle, working by an invisible 
screw joint, which perm its the separating 
of the handle in a m om ent. The long para­ 
sols are a perfect nuisance to pack. as every 
one knows,and this device will be welcomed 
therefore by ladies all over the land. 
The screw is invisible and the thread 
winds into a brass pocket firm ly im bedded 
in the end of the stick. W hen the handle

'I ho 
w aist and sleeves were plaited to m atch, 
and there was a plain vest, a sash with 
fringed ends, and deep cu ffed plain cream y 
white. Still another model was for a house 
dress in which pale blue stuff m ade the 
satin skirt, the plaiting in front falling 
horn the throat to the feet In unbroken 
lines. Over this was worn a short jacket of 
pale blue, reaching to Hie waist line in 
front and a little below it in the back, 
w hich was all covered over with em broid­ 
ery of black Soutache braid. Tile sleeves 
were of the plaited m aterial, over cuff' em ­ 
broidered to m atch the jacket as w a' the 
collar also. 
The jacket fronts rounded 
tow ards tao back, as in a zouave jaokot, 
and from beneath them came a black moire 
ribbon, which tied at the waist line and fell 
in loops and ends below. A daintier or 
m ore com fortable little house gown could 
hardly be devised than the above. 
T hirteen years ago the m illiners nad w hat 
they called a "flower aud lace” season, and 
this year the same styles have turned up 
again, in all these intervening years th eie 
has never been one in which lace and 
flowers reigned so supremely over tho 
hearts of wom ankind as now. acced in g to 
the rem em brance of men who have had 25 
>ears’ experience in the business. 
"W hy. we cannot turn them out fast 
enough.” said a busy saleswoman in one of 
our largo establishm ents the other day. 
".lust look at this.” and she pulled open a 
deep draw er, filled w ith 
B la c k I.iico H a ts, 
trim m ed with flowers, the colors being so 
arranged as to present a wide field of choice. 
“There, before 2 o’clock, every one of 
those will be gone and we shall have orders 
for as m any m ore.’’ 
A nother declared th a t she had m ade so 
m any hats of a certain style th a t she had 
gotteu so she trim m ed them in her sleep 
even, 
The favorite style of the season, — for 
strange to say, in spite of the great individ­ 
uality of the present day, t here does seem 
to be a favorite fashion, as in bygone days, 
- t h e h a t which ever body seems to like, 
and which ex erybody seems able to wear, is 
called the '‘Louise.’’ This hat bassine* 
dilium crown a brim narrow behind and 
wide 
In 
front, 
which 
turns 
up 
on 
the 
left 
side, 
droops 
on 
the 
right, aud is bent into a si ght peak in front, 
and comes in various m aterials. The most 
popular variety, however, is Hie wire fram e 
over which lace, tulle or net is shirred. 
This is trim m ed with lace and long w reaths 
Of flowers. In openwork straw it receives 
about the sam e treatm ent, while in plain 
straw it is trim m ed with ribbon aud flowers. 
T he bonnets are sm all and close, toques 
and capotes in shape, and are m ade of lace 
or openwi rk straw , which has a lacy effect, 
w ith w reaths of sm all flowers ha f veiled 
w ith lace about the face. Often in th e bon­ 
nets, as in the hats. the narrow est ribbons, 
called by the trade “trou-trou” ribbons, are 
run into the meshes of the lace, either in 
the sam e or a contrasting color. Bunches 
of this ribbon are also used as a trim m ing. 
The crowns of all the new hats are 
m edium or low, and yet the trim m ing is 
usually massed on one side, so as to give the 
effect of height. There are some also who 
prefer the decidedly low-c owned h at of 
lace or straw , and trim m ed w ith 
long 
w reaths of flowers, or, if of straw , with 
long plum es 
Indeed the long shaded 
plum es contest w ith flowers for prom inence 
in popularity, 
In coloni, all shadesof green are preferred, 
and n e x t comes gobelin blue and old rose 
in th eir various shades and tints. 
T he class-dav hats, which already are 
"a-m aktng,” are very large, and are mostly 
of w hite, black or colored lace, trim m ed 
with quantities of flowers, some of them 
having entire crowns of blossoms or leaves. 
The favorite (lowers are those known to 
the trade as "branched,” these which are 
capable of being m ade into long wreaths, 
such as the brier rose, the forget-me-not, 
yellow and w hite locust, or acacia blossoms, 
and so on.
